Lfrext/ Emergency meetings of parliament generally take place in decisive historic 
stages, with the aim of reviewing issues of utmost importance. 


The emergency meeting which parliament will hold next Saturday to listen to 
President Anwar al-Sadat's statement is the fifth emergency meeting to be held by 


the president's invitation since the issuance of the permanent constitution in 
1971. 


The first emergency meeting parliament held in response to the president's invi- 
tation wes on 15 August 1972 to discuss the Law on the Protection of Nationel 
Unity anc the Law on the Protection of the Public Wealth. 


The second meeting was held on 16 October 1973, in the wake of the great October 
victory. 


The third emergency meeting was held on 6 October 1974 in honor of the leaders and 
members of the armed forces. 


In the fourth emergency meeting, which took place on 2 October 1978, the president 
described the results of the Camp David talks and presented the peace agreements 
and the Eqyptian-Israeli treaty.

LText/ The location of this conversation has been changed, and its date has been 
postponed: 

It was to have taken place in his office in the People's Assembly, but was held in 

a number of places -- on a mat in the garden of his home in his village; in his 

car, as it was traveling from his village to the Center of Tamiyah on the day of the 
referendum; in the garden of the town mayor, in the home of one of his Christian 
friends in Tamiyah, in the presence of the overseer of the church; and in a room 
almost bare of furniture in his home in the village. 





As for the date, this conversation was to have taken plece after the conclusion of 
the successful People's Assembly session, which enacted much successful legis- 
lation, but it did not occur till yesterday. 


It was the events that imposed themselves on the discussion and posed the questions 
and answers. 


The discussion that took place was totally different from the conversation that 
had started, but it was an important one covering an important occasion. 


The conversation with Dr Sufi Abu Talib, chairman of the People's Assembly, came 
after the people had said their say, which has become binding on all organizations 


and agencies. 


I asked the Chairman of the People's Assembly: 


"The president used the powers given him in Article 74 of the constitution. Is 
there anything in his conduct which is prejudicial to the course of democracy?" 

Or Sufi Abu Talib replied, "I would like to say, first, that the president has 
accustomed us to refusing to take essential, critical measures until getting a clear 
view and giving deep thought, deriving inspiration from the people's need for such 
decisions. His decisions always emerge as an expression of the pulse and feeling 

of the masses, and therefore he receives nearly complete support from all citizens." 











"It hes been revesled that the events of al-Zawiysh eal-Hemra'’ were not an individual 
episode but were a scheme aimed at ruining the structure of the national unity which 
has been an example of peaceful coexistence, indeed of fraternity, among Moslems 
and Christians in Eqypt through the various ages of history. It is no secret to us 
all that the only way to shake the stability of Egypt is to fragment the domestic 
front, especially the national unity. Here, the goals of the people who wish 

Egypt ill abroad coincide with the goals of unjust groups domestically - people 

who are seeking a political role for themselves or aspire to realize a personal 
desire or to settle accounts, and have perpetrated the incidents and kindled the 
flames of factional strife." 


Protection of Unity 
The chairman of the People's Assembly fell silent so moment, then went on: 


"Since the head of the state, who is the president, is responsible, under the 
constitution, in accordance with the stipulations of Article 73 of the constitution, 
vigilantly to uphold the sovereignty of the people, respect for the constitution, 
and the sovereignty of the law, to protect national unity and socialist achievements, 
and to observe the separation of powers in order to quarantee that they play their 
Part in national action: 


"It is therefore incumbent upon the president to exercise his constitutional 
powers in putting limits to the factional strife which has come close to weakening 
national unity. 


"The president hac two choices as stipulated by the constitution. The first is, 

in his capacity as head of the executive power, to use his powers as stipulated in 
Article 148 of the constitution, which give him the right to declare a state of 
emergency. He must present this declaration to the People’s Assembly. This choice 
gives the president the right to adopt all exceptional measures in a specific 
period during the state of emergency, without having his decisions and the measures 
he adopts subject to oversight. This choice will bring us back to the situation we 
suffered from grievously before 1971, when people were arrested and their relatives 
did not know where they had gone or when they would be released, and when property 
was sequestered, indeed expropriated, without limits. 


"The second choice is to usa the powers stipulated in Article 74 of the constitution 
by taking rapid measures to face dangers and present the situation to the public in 
a public referendum. Since democracy and freedom are among the most prominent 
characteristics of the May revolution, the president preferred to use the powers 

set forth in Article 74, in his confidence that he had the people's support for the 
adoption of such measures. The referendum underlined this notion." 


The People's Assembly chairman raised a question himself, asking: 


"Some people might wonder -= and some lawyers who belong to the Society of 
Democratic Lawyers for the Defense of Human Rights actually did ask me, at their 
meeting with me last Wednesday - if there is anything in the exercise of powers 
stipulated in Article 74 that infringes on the pursuit of democracy. Some of them 
" repeated an expression which they attributed to some opposition forces in Egypt, 
to the effect that that is a retrogression from the principles of democracy that 








the May revolution has adopted. I told them that Article 74 was taken From 
Article 16 of the french constitution and that President DeCaulle used them during 
the events in Algeria; how could President DeGaulle pursue a non-democratic 
course? Was there anything in his use of the powers stipulated in Article 16 that 
struck at democracy in France? The answer all of them gave was that there was 
absolutely nothing in that that struck at democracy, but rather that it corrected 
the exercise of democracy, because the balance between the freedom of the individ- 
ual on the one hand and the safety of the country on the other had been disrupted. 


"I followed up on that by saying that we were faced with a grave danger, a situa- 
tion which demanded balance tetween the freedom of certain individuals and the 
safety of the country and protection from the denger that threatened national 
unity. Any wise person would prefer the safety of the country to the freedom of 
a few individuals." 


To Confront the Danger 
Once again he raised a question himself, saying, 


"They also asked me, what is the difference between the measures that are taken 
in applying a state of emergency and the ones taken to confront the sudden danger 
in a situation? 


"I replied that the essential difference between the two methods is the fact that 
the rapid measures taken to confront the danger are e temporary thing which can 
be renewed and end when the state of danger ends; the only element that has a say 
on this matter is the people, who express their opinion through the referendum. 
It is not permissible to resort to it again unless -- God forbid -- this danger 
reappears. For this reason it is an exceptional measure for confronting a danger 
that threatens national unity or the safety of the country, and the democratic 
Process continues to proceed along its natural course. 


"Out of the president's desire that the measures he takes not go beyond the limits 
of correcting the exercise of democracy, he issued a republican decree, Decree 154 
for 1981, permitting the presentativun of grievances against measures taken in 
accordance with Article 74 of the constitution. 


"Tt is well known that the measures taken in accordance with Article 74 of the 
constitution, whatever their essence might be, whatever their nature might be, 

are sovereign acts which are not subject to surveillance by the People's Assembly, 
are not subject to surveillance by the judiciary, and may not be contested. Per- 
mitting the presentation of grievances on decrees of this kind gives citizens a 
sure guarantee that their freedom will not be infringed and that their property 
will not be violated. This guarantee consists of three grades: the first /is to 
present grievances/ to the socialist prosecutor, the second is to present them to 
the court of values, and the third is to present them to the appeals court of 
values." 


The Course of Democracy 


"If we accept the fact that imminent danger requires the adoption of rapid meas- 
ures and that the president has clearly declared his intention not to infringe the 














course of democracy, some people wonder why the presentation of grievances 
doesn't take place before ordinary judiciary bodies -- the administrative judi- 
ciary in the case of government employees or the ordinary judiciary in the case 
of others." 


Dr Sufi Abu Talib replied by saying: 


"These people state that the measures taken to confront the danger are not ordin- 
ary ones, in view of the circumstances of the case in which they were issured. 
The ordinary judiciary, be it the general judiciary or the Council of State, will 
evaluate the situation and discuss the measure if it involves ordinary circum- 
stances. If the situation is as the investigation describes it, political in 
charecter in the first instance, that will require that the investigation also be 
political, and the verdict on the grievance will show the significance of the 
political facts of the situation. It is no secret that there is a difference 
between political investigations, administrative investigations and criminal in- 
vestigations; similarly, there are political accountability, administrative 
accountability and criminal accountebility. 





"It is the motives which actually inspired the commission of the act and the cir- 
cumstances in which it occurred that determine the difference among them. If many 
acts are subjected to ordinary criteria, the investigator may not be able to as- 
certain the real motives or dimensions of the effects which have resulted from the 
act committed. 


"For example: 


"There might be a newspaper article which shows nothing out of the ordinary in the 
opinion of an ordinary person or an ordinary investigator. However, in the opinion 
of an investigator who is politically sophisticated, it might reveal extremely 
harmful effects in forming public opinion, spreading about dissension, or inciting 
groups against one another. 


The Party Opposition 


"It was logical that as long as the investigation had a political character, 
accountability should be political in character. The bodies the law has assigned 
to investigate and determine accountability regarding this sort of act are the 
socialist prosecutor and the court of values. This court has a number of public 
Personalities in addition to judges from the appeals and reversal courts, who are 
in the majority, and their role, according to their specializations, is to deter- 
mine whether it is possible to make the charges on a political, social or economic 
basis, in the light of the values and circumstances of society, regarding the acts 
being investigated or being held to account." 


"A question: some opposition leaders say that President al-Sadat has eliminated 
the party opposition and eliminated the democratic party system through these 


measures." 


Dr Sufi Abu Talib replied by saying, 


"According to the lists that have been published on the People to be detained and 








the papers whose circulation has been suspended, the general criterion is to detain 
people who took part directly or indirectly in the factional strife, when serious 
proof of such participation has been established. These people have been covered 
by the measures that were taken. People whose participation has not been proved 
have not been covered by these measures. The measures cover some people who 
belong to the opposition and some rejectionists who have not been granted the 
character of opposition. They also cover people who do not belong to the opposi- 
tion or the rejectionists. No consideration is given to political coloration in 
the case of the people to whom the measures have been applied. This notion is re- 
affirmed by the fact that some prominent opposition leaders have not been covered 
by these measures. 


"Here we must for democracy's sake reach agreement on the meaning of opposition 
and the role of the opposition." 


Dr Sufi Abu Talib concentrated on this point, saying: 


"We must reach understanding on the meaning of a parliamentary democracy based on 
a Pluralism of parties. Parliamentary party democracy is based on a majority which 
is in charge of governing and a minority which is in the opposition. The nature 
of affairs leads the two to exchange their places in government, according to the 
results produced by the elections. Therefore opposition is an inseparable part 

of the regime. Therefore the majority in England is called the government of her 
majesty the queen, and the opposition is called the opposition of her majesty the 
queen. 


"Bolitical opposition in Egypt, and the circumstances in which it has arisen, have 
caused some people to suffer confusion on the difference between resistance and 
opposition and the difference between criticism and vindictiveness! Resistance 
means hostility to the existing system as stipulated in the constitution and law 
and the adoption of all means for destroying it, even through violence. Therefore 
all countries consider resistance to the system to be a crime punishable by law. 


"Opposition does not seek to destroy the house under whose roof it lives. It tries 
to disclose errors which distort its proper functioning or recommend the best means 
for arriving at the goals of society. In both cases it adheres to the democratic 
method, that is, expressing its opinions through legitimate channels, which do not 
include the resort to violence. 


"The_notions have become confused among us, because we have [experienced democ~ 
racy/ for just 30 years and there is a whole generation that has lived through 
the circumstances of the 30 years that have occurred in Egypt [Allegible/ economi- 
cally, socially, politically and even culturally. 


The Political Map 


"The current political map shows that there are people who were living before the 

July 1952 revolution and had a prominent role in it, there are people who managed 

to reconcile themselves to the current regime, and there are people who have 

retained the ideas, the methods and the customs they held before 1952, want to 

bring society back to the pre-1952 regime, and do not think there is a chance \ 
they can exploit to reach this goal. 








"The second group are people who have been given the label of ‘power centers’, 
people who have reconciled themselves to the current regime and people who are 
retaining their old ideas and seize every opportunity to strike out at the current 
regime in order to return to the authoritarian pre-1971 regime. 


"The third group is people who reject _the July and May Revolutions and refer to 

the current regime as /the product of/ u coup and not a revolution. They justif 
their motion on grounds that the optimum means for reforming society /illegible 

quoted from communist thinking which they [Allegible/. 


They Want To Emulate Khomeyni 


"The fourth group rejects the July and May Revolutions. The Moslems in this group 
describe society as remote from Islam. Islam in their view is the values and 
systems that prevailed in the first Moslem century, specifically in the era of the 
upright caliphs. Regimes different from that they describe as non-Islamic -- 
indeed, they go all the way and describe society as heathen. The societies of 
renunciation, penance and holy war killed Shaykh al-Dhahabi and do not hesitate to 
exploit dissension. They refuse to interact with the existing society, in order to 
evade passing problems, and will return us to the olden times. They want society 
to emulate that of Khomeyni. 


"They have not drawn enlightenment from what is going on in Iran. 





"As for the Copts in this group, they raise a naive questions now that 14 centuries 
of coexistence between Moslems and Christians have elapsed, and Islam has molded 
all Egypt's population into a single crucible of civilization, which Christians and 
Jews helped build alongside the Moslems, which is based on tolerance, equality of 
rights and obligations, and respect for all divine religions, after 14 centuries 
they raise the question: to whom does the land of Eqypt belong? 





"They ignore the fact that it belongs to ell Egyptians, whatever the religion to 
which they belong might be. They have turned the church away from its role, since 
the church is baser on the statement of Jesus, on whom be peace: Render unto 
Caesar what is Caesar's and render unto God what is God's -- meaning that the role 
of the church is restricted to spiritual and moral guidance and that the church 
does not enter into the political, social and economic organization of the state. 
The tragedies that befell Europe in the Middle Ages had as one of their main 
reasons interference by the church in the activities of the state, in violation of 
the dictates of the true teachings of Christ. 


"The ambitious /illegible/ that gave the Christian leaders in Egypt wanted to link 
the church to the politicel affairs of the state and thus played an abundant part 
in fuelling and kindling factional strife. They want the factionalism that is 
Present in Lebanon, and have not drawn enlichtenment from what is going on in Iran. 





"These abovementioned groups fall within the category of resistance and are as 
remote as they can be from opposition. All the referenda which have taken place in 
Egypt since the May Revolution, and the basic values stipulated in the constitution 
end the laws, are opposed to quidance by the ideas that these groups are calling for 
in the context of Islamic law and to the grievous error to which the minority party 
Or opposition succumbs when it allows any of these elements from these groups to 








infiltrate its ranks, hiding behind freedom of opinion and democrecy to spread and 
propagate their ideas. 


Frankly and Boldly 


"The basis, according to these referendums and the laws, is that the fundamental 
values on which the July and May Revolutions were founded in the context of Arab 
Islamic traditions are the intellectual source of our legislation and the conduct 
of the members of society. Anyone violating them violates what the overwhelming 
majority of society has endorsed. 


"It is to be noted that some opposition newspapers give scope to people who would 
destroy the July and May Revolutions or hide behind religion in order to destroy 
the values we have endorsed. It is the duty of the opposition not to allow any of 
these ideas or anyone who propagates tnem to fall under their protection.“ 


"Question: does democracy allow rules to be set on people's behavior and opinions 
in order to keep the views of these abovementioned groups from influencing society? " 


Or Sufi Abu Talib replied, 


"We must face the actual state of affairs frankly and boldly. It is very easy to 
shift from a democratic regime to an authoritarian one, and it is very difficult 

to shift properly from an authoritarian regime to a democratic one, and this is 

our situation. Without going back over the lessons of history, we can content 
ourselves with what we observe now in the world and the effects that have been 
created by sudden shifts from an authoritarian regime to a democratic one. Before 
us we have /the examples of/ Spain and Portugal. This is what the president once 
defined as a leap into the unknown. We are passing through a transitional stage 
through which we hope to support political, social and economic stability. The 
European countries and the countries of North America bore sufferings which lasted 
almost 2 centuries, from the time of the French revolution, the English revolution 
and the American revolution, until they attained the social, political and economic 
stability they are blessed with now. There is no room for comparison with the 
scope of democratic practice in these countries, although we have had to be quided 
by the experiences they have gone through and the results they have reached. Once 
these countries had been blessed by this stability, no restrictions were pleced 

on freedom of expression or the political views that politicians were propagating. 
We find a royalist party in republican France just as we find a republican party — 
in monarchical England and find communist parties in capitalist countries, as is 
the case in America, France and Britain. 


"As for the situation here, as a result of the circumstances we have gone through, 
since the life span of democracy here, in European terms, is less than 60 years, 
and in many periods we suffered from a suspension of the exercise of democracy, 

we have contented ourselves in this stage with a qroup of rules regarding the 
exercise of democracy which the constitution has stipulated and the law has stipu- 
lated, foremost among them that the principles of Islamic law, social peace and 
national unity will not be violated and the socialist achievements and the prin- 
ciples of democratic socialism will not be infringed. 


"No one who wishes to engage in party activity or political activity must violate 











these principles or values. The rejectionists from the four abovementioned groups 
are undoubtedly propagating ideas and values which are contrary to these principles. 
Democracy will not be harmed by the imposition of these rules as long as they are 

in agreement with the circumstances of society. Here is West Germany, which there 
is no doubt lies in the roster, indeed at the top of the list of, democratic | 
countries, setting forth rules on the exercise of political and party activity so 


that it can keep society from reverting to Nazi ideas or falling prey to Communist 
thinking."

Having read Articles 73 and 74 of the constitution; 


Law 73 for 1956 requlating the exercise of political rights; and the laws amending 
that: 


Has decreed: 


Article One. The voters whose names are registered in the voter lists in applica- 
tion of the provisions of the abovementioned Law 73 for 1956 are summoned to meet 
at the site of the relevant branch referendum committees to express their opinions 
in the referendum on measures and principles to protect national unity and social 
Peace as stated in the declaration by the president to the Egyptian people on 5 
September 1981 accompanying this decree. 


Article Two. The abovementioned referendum process will take place on Thursday 

10 September 1981, from 0800 hours in the morning to 1700 hours in the evening, 

in the manner stipulated in the lew regulating the exercise of political rights. 
Article Three. The minister of the interior must carry out this decree. 

Article Four. This decree will be published in AL-JARIDAH AL-RASMIYAH.

Declaration by the President to the Egyptian People 

For a fairly long period, in numerous stages, some destructive groups have tried 


to create factional strife among the members of the homeland and have worked 
earnestly to eliminate its national unity, exploiting certain misleading slogans 
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and illnqitimate moral and material means to obstruct the people's progress along 
the road to development, prosperity and democracy in order to attain their ends. 


The government has confronted all this by ordinary measures at times, by advice 
at other times, and by guidance and orientation at times. Recently, in partiocu- 
ler, grave events have taken place which have faced the national unity, social 
Peace and safety of the domestic front with grave dancer. 


However, this devious group has continued in its course, has disdained all values 
and laws, has deviated from the straight path, and has pursued the course of 
violence, terror, bloodshed, and threats against the peaceful. Some people have 
also exploited these events and have determined to escalate them, and this has 
made it necessary to adopt rapid, immediate measures to confront this danger which 
has threatened national unity and the peace of the nation, proceeding from our 
constitutional responsibility that is derived from the provisions of Article 73 
of the constitution. 


In carrying out the powers granted to us by virtue of Article 74 of the constitu- 
tion, which stipulates that, if a danger occurs which threatens national unity 
or the safety of the nation or obstructs the government institutions’ performance 
of their constitutional role, the president may adopt rapid measures to cope with 
this danger, present a declaration to the people and hold a referendum on the 
measures he has taken within 60 days of taking them: 


We have decreed: 
First: 


1. The exploitation of religion to attain political or party ends is prohibited 
and the use of exploitation of places of worship for this purpose or to infringe 
national unity, social peace or the safety of the nation is prohibited: there is 
no politics in religion, and there is no religion in politics. 


2. The detention of certain persons, where there is serious evidence that they 
have perpetrated, taken part in, approved or exploited in any form whatever the 
events which have threatened national unity, social peace or t) safety of the 
nation. 


(Decree of the President 493 for 1981.) 

3. Retention of the property of certain bodies, organizations, groups and socie- 
ties which have engaged in activity or acts which have threatened national unity, 
social peace or the safety of the nation. 

(Decree of the President 495 for 1981.) 

4. The dissolution of some notorious societies, in accordance with the provisions 


of Law 32 for 1964 regarding special societies and organizations which engage in 
activities which threaten national unity, social peace or the safety of the nation. 
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(Decree of the President 492 for 1981.) 


5S. Elimination of permits granted for the issuance of certain newspapers and 
publications and retention of their property and locations. 


(Decree of the President 494 for 1981.) 


6.. The transfer of certain faculty members of universities or higher institutes, 
where there is serious evidence that they have engaged in activities which have a 
deleterious effect in forming public opinion or raising the young people or have 
threatened national unity, social peace or the safety of the nation, to positions 
specified by the minister of state for education and scientific research or the 
minister concerned with the affairs of al-Azhar, according to the case, by agree- 
ment with the competent ministers. 


(Decree of the President 490 for 1981.) 


7. The transfer of certain journalists and other people working in nationwide 
press organizations and certain people working in the Radio and Television Federa- 
tion, where there is serious evidence that they have engaged in activities that 
have a deleterious effect in forming public opinion or threatened national unity, 
social peace or the safety of the nation, to the Information Department or other 
government bocies to be stipulated “y the prime minister. 


(Decree of the President 489 for 1981.) 
8. Abrogation of the Decree of the President 2782 for 1971 appointing His Holi- 


ness Shannudah the Pope of Alexandria and Patriarich of the Missionary Province of 
St Mark and formation of a committee of five bishops to perform the papal mission. 


(Decree of the President 491 for 1981.) 
Second: 


The constitutional institutions must, each within its field cf competence, adopt 
the necessary measures in this regard. 


Third: 


In epplication of the provisions of Article 74 of the constitution, I am presenting 
this declaration to the people in order that they may vote by referendum on the 
measures that have been adopted which it contains. 


Fourth 3 


The referendum on the measures that have been taken which this declaration contains 
will take place on Thursday 10 September 1981.

The System of Government 

Chapter One 


The Head of State 


Article 73. The head of the state is the president. He will watch vigilantly over 
the assertion of the sovereignty of the people, respect for the constitution and 
the sovereignty of the law, and the protection of national unity and socialist 


achievements. He will observe the separetion of the powers to quarantee that they 
perform their role in national action. 


Article 74. The president, if a danger arises that threatens nationel unity or the 
safety of the country or obstructs the performance by the institutions of the state 
of their constitutional role, may adopt rapid measures to confront this dancer and 


present a declaration to the people. A referendum will be held on the measures he 
has taken within 60 days of their adoption. 
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PUBLIC PROSECUTOR DEVOTES SELF FULL TIME TO RELIGIOUS DISTURBANCES

It has learned that the socialist public prosecutor has 
requested that the agency be reinforced by a further number of members of judiciary 
bodies in order to conduct the investigations rapidly. The Supreme Council of 
Judiciary Authorities will review the socialist prosecutor's request for reinforce- 
ment of the agency at its next meeting. Last week, the council gave its agreement 
to the appointment of eight public presecutor's office heads to work in the 
socialist public prosecutor's agency, and the public prosecutor will start his 
investigation as soon as reports on the accusations regarding each of the persons 
accused of stirring up factional strife arrive, in the next few days.

Security Investigation requesting an investigation into the persons detained. 
Accompanying the report were items of evidence, documents and recordings bearing 
on all the accused, revealing the role of each in the recent events and the 
factional strife. Today and tomorrow the teperecordings bearing the threads of 
the conspiracy will be played back. 








Counsellor Yusuf Daraz, chairman of the technical office of the socialist prosecutor, 
said that there were specific charges against each of the detained persons.

Political Investigation Means Discussing the Detainees' Views with Them"/ 


Ltext/ The socialist public prosecutor's agency will start the investigations into 
the detained persons, who are 1,536 in number, in the next few days. 


Counsellor 'Abd-al-Qadir Ahmad ‘Ali, the socialist public prosecutor, stated 
"These investigations are political, not criminal or judiciary, in nature. They 
entail a discussion with detainees about their political views and notions and a 
full file on their political careers." 


He said, “Some of the persons whose names have been announced in accordance with 
the lists will be investigated, and they have been arrested pending investigation 
by the Office of the State Security Prosecutor. The other detainees will be 
investigated politically by the agency of the socialist public prosecutor and a 
complete paper or political dossier is now being prepared on each detained person? 


AL-SIYASI asked the socialist public prosecutor about the nature of the political 
investigation and the difference between that and a criminal investivation. 


Counsellor ‘Abd-al-Qadir Ahmad ‘Ali replied, 


"In political investigations, a discussion is held with detainees on all the 
political views they held since they began to be active in politics; that is, they 
are a complete evaluation of the person’ entire politicel career. This is taking 
Place for the first time in Egypt, by virtue of the Proceduras Law, and is being 
carried out by the agency of the socialist public prosecutor. 


"Criminal investigations are investigations into the judiciary charges levelled 
against the accused. They are conducted by the Office of the State Security 
Prosecutor and are judiciary investigations that follow the Law on Judiciary 
Procedures. To put it in greater detail fashion, that means that the accused has 
perpetrated a crime considered as a crime by the Law on Punishments, which puts 
his liberty and property at risk and enteils a penalty ranging from a fine to 
imprisonment or even executior." 
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AL-SIYASI asked “What are the detainees’ guarantees in political investigations?" 


The public prosecutor said, “Anyone has the right to be accompanied by one or 
mOre lawyers to defend him and he also has the right to protust against the 
itivestigation that was made on him. The committee will then listen to the 
statements of the person lodging the protest, after which the committee will 
endorse the decrees it decides to issue in its memoranda." 


AL-SIYASI asked, "Does this mean that there is a difference between the detention 
and arrest of a given person?" 


The socialist public prosecutor replied, 


"Detention is a political measure and arrest is a criminal measure. Detained 
Persons are put in one place, arrested persons in another plece." 





AL-SIYASI asked, "What about political interrogation?" 
The socialist prosecutor, Counsellor ‘Abd-al-Qadir Ahmad ‘Ali, replied, 


"That is called for when a person prejudices his commitments to society and does 
not honor society's basic values. 


"The Law on the Protection of Values from Impropriety shows their dimensions and 
the acts whose commission makes up this interrogation." 


AL-SIYASI asked, "What measures does society adopt through the Law on the Protec- 
tion of Values from Impropriety against persons who do not honor the values of 
society and prejudice their commitments toward it in the politicel sense?” 


The socialist public prosecutor replied, “There are e number of measures, most 
conspicuously s 


"Deprivation of candidacy or appointment to the chairmanships of public companies, 
authorities, general federations,clubs and press organizations. 


"Deprivation of administration of our membership in the establishment of politicel 
parties. 


“Deprivation of the occupation of positions that h.ve an effect on the formation 
of public opinion." 
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NATURE, PROCESS OF POLITICAL INVESTIGATION EXPLORED

Investigations"/ 


[Text/ What are political investigations? Do they differ from investigations before 
the office of the public prosecutor, or do they have a special character and speci- 

fic procedures which differ from measures of investigation before the office of the 

public prosecutor and the courts? Do political defendants enjoy the same querantees 
that ordinary defendants enjoy? 


These questions were the focus of a conversation with members of the judiciary and 
the chairman of the Higher Court of Values, who occupies the position of vice chair- 
man of the court of cessation. 


Ahmad Shaybah al-Hamad, chairman of the Higher Court of Values, said "Political 
investigations concern crimes that infringe on national unity and the government 
system. The socialist public prosecutor is in charge of political investigations 

in his capacity as a representative of society. During investigation and trial, the 
suspect has all the guarantees included in the Criminel Procedures Law, in the sense 
that a lawyer may attend the investigation and trial with the defendants. 


If there is sufficient proof of the existence of bases for the crime as stipulated 
in the Law on the Protection of Values from Impropriety, the Law on the Protection 
of National Unity, and Law 34 for 1971 bearing on the organization of sequestration 
guaranteeing the safety of the people, he will be handed cver to the Court of 
Values for trial. 


“The Court of Values is committed to taking the trial measures stipulated in the 
Criminal Procedures Law. The Law on Civil Litigation and the decrees issued by the 
Court of Values may be contested before the Higher Court of Values. 


"The Higher Court of Values is in charge of listening to witnesses in cases and per- 


forms different forms of contestation, if any contestation of the procedures of the 
investigation exists. 


"The higher court is concerned with temporarily suspending the execution of verdicts 


issued by the preliminary court, until judgment is made on the contestation pre- 
sented to it. 
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"It is also concerned with reviewing contestations which the socialist public 
prosecutor presents to it. In this case, the court can amend the verdict in favor 
of the person who has been sentenced. The law requires that a lawyer se in attend- 
ance with the person being handed over to trial." 


Political Crimes 


In the realm of discussing the nature of political crime, he said, "The Law on 
National Unity, in its first article, stipulates that the protection of national 
unity is the duty of every citizen and that all institutions of the government and 
mass organizations must strive to support and maintain it. 


"In application of the provisions of this law, national unity means unity based on 
respect for the system of government and basic values as defined by the constitution. 
It is an alliance of the forces of the people, equal opportunity, equality of rights 
and obligations among citizens and freedom of opinion and belief in a manner which 
does not infringe the freedoms of others or the basic values of society. 


"Article Six states that anyone who incites some group in the alliance or group of 
people, calumnies it, or stirs up dissent among groups by one of the means of 
publicity stipulated in the Law on Punishments, Article 171, will be punished by im- 
prisonment, if this incitement has had the effect of harming national unity." 


Tendentious Rumors 


"Article Five of the Law on National Unity stipulates that anyone deliberately 
broadcasting false or tendentious rumors or statements with the purpose of harming 
national unity among the forces or groups of the people will be punished by imprison- 
ment and a fine of 50 to 200 pounds." 


The chairman of the Higher Court of Values added, “The sovereignty of the law dic- 
tates that priority be given .. events in the national struggle and the struggle 
for liberation and that preference be given to the comprehensive national interest 
over the special interests of all forces, groups or sociel classes." 


Members of the Judiciary Take Charge of the Political Investigation 


Raja' al-Arabi, attorney for the Higher Office of the State Security Public Prose- 
cutor, said, "My conception cf politicel investigation is that it is not criminal 
and not administrative, is related to political activity and political life, and 
does not constitute a criminal or administrative felony. An activity can be polit- 
ical but at the same time constitute a criminal or administrative felony. Political 
investigation is assumed by members of the judiciary, and political crimes are deq- : 
fined in the Law on the Protection of Values from Impropriety (95 for 1980) and the 
Law 33 for 1978 on Social Peace regarding the protection of the domestic front and 
social peace. 


"In regard to the Law on Parties, anyone committing the following acts is subject 
t> political questioning: 


"Appealing for the rejection of divine laws. 
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"Inciting youths and young people to deviate through alienation from religious 
values and loyalty to the nation. 


"Spreading or broadcasting false news or provocative propaganda if that took place 
abroad, if that has had the effect of harming the national interest of the countty. 


"Acts which the following laws brand as crimes: 

"The Law on the Protection of the Domestic Front. 

"The president's decree on assembly. 

"Law 40 for 1977 on the organization of political parties. 


"Law 33 for 1978 on the Protection of the Domestic Front." 








A member of the judiciary, in response to the various aspects of comparison between 


political and ordinary crimes, said: 


"Political crimes are acts which when perpetrated are not crimes according to the 
Law on Punishments but are crimes in the Law on National Unity and the Law on the 
Protection of Values from Impropriety. 


"The Law on Punishments treats acts as crimes where there is categorical proof, 
and doubt is inter, ceted in favor of the accused. 


"Political crimes entail serious proof, circumstantial evidence and doubts. The 
punishments for political crimes differ from those for other ones. Political 
crimes might reveal other crimes which are punishable by the Law on Punishments, 
in which cases the political investigation is handed over to the office of the 
public prosecutor for investigation into the criminel aspect."

NEWSPAPER DIVULGES DETAILS OF RASHAD ‘UTHMAN ARREST 
Cairo AKHBAR AL=YAWM in Arabic 5 Sep 81 p 14

sequestering Rashad 'Uthman's Funds"/ 


[text/ what were the circumstances of the decree by Counsellor ‘Abd-al-fladir Ahmad 
"Ali, the socialist public prosecutor, preventing Rashad 'Uthman, member of the 
People's Assembly, from disposing of his funds and his property? 


How did the committees act? How were they able, in 6 hours, to complete the pro- 
cedures for sequestering his property? 


AKHBAR AL-YAWM is presenting the full story on the measures which were taken to 
carry out the socialist public prosecutor's decree. 





The measures began with a telephone conversation made by Muhammad Nabawi Isma‘il, 
deputy prime minister and minister of the interior, to Maj Gen Fawzi Mu‘adh, direc- 
tor of security, Alexandria, and Maj Gen Mahmud Marzuq, informing both that Counsel- 
lor ‘Abd-al-Qadir Ahmad ‘Ali, the socialist public prosecutor, had issued a decree 
sequestering the funds of Rashad ‘Uthman, that he had decided to form a judiciary 
committee from the office of the socialist public prosecutor, under the chairman- 
ship of the judiciary counsellor, to supervise execution of the measures of the 
sequestration decree, and that he demanded that the members of the police cooperate 
with him in carrying out his mission. 


There was more than one reason for seeking the aid of the members of the police in 
supervising the operation: 


First, it was observed, during the examination of the lumber warehouses the People's 
Assembly member owns in West Alexandria, when the office of the public prosecutor 
was conducting an investigation into the case of Mahir ‘Uthman's sister, that he 

had recourse to large numbers of quards armed with weapons inside and outside the 
lumber warehouses. This required security in ensuring the operation against any 
irresponsible conduct on the part of any of his helpers. 


The second reason, which was the most important one, was that during the investigations 
which Counsellor ‘Abd-al-Qadir Ahmad ‘Ali, the socialist public prosecutor, super- 
vised, the People's Assembly member Rashad listed his place of residence as an ad- 
dress in al-Zamalik and, when the situation required that he be summoned during the 
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investigation period to make some statements, it was apparent that this address was 
not correct but that it was the address of a building that was being demolished. 
The situation required that the socialist public prosecutor demand that the official 
egencies inform him of the address he resided in. The agencies in fact replied that 
he resided in a villa in Garden City, Cairo, and not in al-Zamalik. 


What Happened Tuesday Night 


Last Tuesday night, at 1900 hours, a committee met in Alexandria made up of Counsel- 
lor '‘Abd-al-Hamid al-Buhayri, head of the office of public prosecutor in the office 
of the socialist public prosecutor, Counsellor Hasan ‘Abde-al-Hamid, Mahrus_‘Abd-al- 
Sami', and their aides. In the possession of each was an envelope /sealed/ in red 
wax. They went to the Alexandria Security Department building on Isma'il Muhanna 
Street and met there with Maj Gen Mu'adh, director of Alexandria security, and Maj 
Gen Faruq Sadiq, deputy director of security. A closed meeting that lasted a full 
hour was held, as a result of which it was decided to seek the assistance of the 
senior officers in the department, Brig Gen Halim Ghazi and Cols Muhammad ‘Abd-al- 
Fattah and Muhammad al-Dassugqi. The situation was as follows: 


Maj Gen Farug Sadiq, deputy director of Alexandria security, asked Counsellor ‘Abd- 
al-Hamid al-Buhayri, head of the office of public prosecutor in the office of the 
socialist public prosecutor, to finish geographically classifying the property of 
the People's Assembly member that appeared in the sequestration decree and to carry 
out the decree at the same time. Zero hour was 2200 hours in the evening. Accord- 
inoly, the classification was completed and the men in charge of each of the pre- 
cincts in whose jurisdiction Rashad 'Uthman's properties were located were summoned 
to cope with all anticipated probabilities. 


After a discussion took place on the plan of operation, Counsellor ‘Abd-al-Hamid 
al-Buhayri decided to form the committees, each of which was to be headed by a man 
from the socialist public prosecutor's agency and to contain two intelligence offi- 
cers, a regular army officer and a secret police force as members. The basic goal 
was to secure the operation. 


I Am Waiting for You 


Wheat, however, happened in Rashad ‘Uthman's office when the members of the board of 
the office of the socialist public prosecutor came upon him? Counsellor ‘Abd-al- 
Hamid al-Buhayri came upon the People's Assembly member and found him sitting at 
his desk. 


The member of the office of the socialist public prosecutor read the decree to him, 
based on the contents of the Laws on the Protection of the Domestic Front and the 
Guarantee of the Safety of the People. 


Rashad 'Uthman answered by saying, "I have been waiting for you since yesterday." 
While sitting at his desk he turned to open the drawers of the desk, repeating 
quietly, "Here, take a look." At that point one of the policemen told the People's 
Assembly member that the sequestration decree meant that the member of the judiciary 
would embark on his responsibilities and that no one was to dictate to him how he 
was to carry out his work. Rashad 'Uthman stood up over the desk and left it to 
the agency of the socialist public prosecutor to start working. The socialistic 
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public prosecutor's men turned to a small safe alcagsiie his desk and asked tim for 
the keys to it. Hr handed them over and the man from the judiciary opened it and 
made an inventory of its contents. It appeared that there were 3,000 pounds in it. 
They then turned after that to a large safe, and he told them "It is an electronic 
safe and I do not have the keys to it. The key is with the cashier and I do not 
know how it opens." The socialist public prosecutor's men immediately decided to 
put on red wax and ordered that his office be sequestered and its contents and docu- 
ments noted down in a ledger in the presence of the People's Assembly member. At 
the same time, other committees engaced in their activity; a committee headed for his 
offices in Ahmad 'Urabi Street in the al-Bashbishi building, where he had bought two 
apartments that were to be the site of a new office he had intended to furnish; in- 
deed, he had furnished one apartment, and had started decoration work in the other. 
He had bought the al-Naduri mansion in the Glym section and had bought another one 
in Rushdi. The residents were informed of the decree of the socialist public prose- 
cutor, which was that all business was to go through them, and the tenants were so 
informed. 


28 Items of Real Property in Alexendria 


It appeared that Rashad 'Uthman owned 28 items of real property in Alexandria in the 
form of buildings and plots of land. It also appeared from the documents that he 
Owned two companies, one for imports and commerce, the second for shipping and un- 
loading. In the process of taking the inventory, the socialist public prosecutor's 
men recalled that there were cars, and it was decided that Brig Gen ‘Adil al-Sawwah, 
Alexandria traffic director, would be informed of the license numbers of the cars he 
owned, which were three private cars, two buses and 13 trucks, and that he would be 
prohibited from dealing with them, lest he dispose of them. 


With regard to the banks, the Credit Bank, Citibank and the Bank of Cairo were noti- 
fied of the public prosecutor's decree in order to sequester his funds in the bank 
accounts. His properties are currently being tabulated. Other committees embarked 
on their responsibilities with respect to the lumber warehouses immediately, and all 
the lumber in them was sequestered. 


Thanks to the Police from the Public Prosecutor 


Maj Gen Fawzi Mu'adh, director of security, and Maj Gen Fa'ruq Sadiq, deputy director 
of security, received a letter from Counsellor ‘Abd-al-Qadir Ahmad ‘Ali, the social- 
ist public prosecutor, thanking them for the exceptional efforts they had exerted in 
carrying out the decree by exemplary methods in record time. The committees are 
also continuing to work and their work will be completed next Tuesday, preparatory 
to the issuance of a decree on the plan of action for managing these companies after 
the sequestration process is completed.

NEW BENEFITS FOR NEWSMEN--The Council of the Journalists’ Union, under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. Salah Jalal, has decided to amend the table of journalists’ wages and 
raises, adjusting raises to 6 pounds per month for the first 4 years, 8 pounds for 
the following 4 years, 10 pounds for the following 3 years, 12 pounds for the next 

3 years, 14 pounds for the next 2 years, and 16 pounds for the next 2 yerrs, after 
which annual raises will be 18 pounds. The council agreed to raise the rxtio of the 
expense allowance to 40 percent and to reorganize the conditions of journaaists who 
were in service when the new bill was issued. The council reviewed the cases of 
journalists who had been detained and the contacts the union chief had made with 
senior officials to quarantee their legal rights. It was decided to appoint the 
lawyers Messrs Ahmad Shinan and Majdi Sheraf to attend the investigations and defend 
these journalists. It had been decided to continue contacts to provide health and 
social care for journalists who had been detained, and medicine has been sent to 
people who need it. The union has sent a letter to the socialist public prosecutor 
to carry out the Law on Punishments in order to enable its councjl members to attend

[Article : "How Dic the Islamic CroupsExploit the Technique of Provocetion during 
the Incidents of Dissension?" 


Ltext/ What is the line the leaders and personnel of the Islamic groups and the 
Moslem Brothers have pursued in stirring up the flames of factional strife? 


What are the excesses committed by Moslem fenatics that have contributed to inten- ' ' 
sifying the situation? 


On 24 June 1981 an Islamic conference wes held in the Mosque of al-Rahmen in 

al-Minya in which an Islamic group leader discussed the events of al-Zawiyah el-Hemra’ 
in a provocative manner. In exchenge, the head of the Group of Youths of Our Lord 
Muhammad asserted that some Islamic leaders had coopereted with the minister of the 
interior to the end of repressing the events in al-Sharabiyah. 


On 28 June 1981 the imam of the Suez Mosque in Sawhaj talked provocatively about the 
events of al-Zawiyah al-Hamra’. 


In the town of al-Mahmucdiyah a religious symposium was held on 9 July 1981 attended 
by Moslem Brother personnel and leaders and Islemic societies, in which an instructor 
at al-Azhar University spoke against the government. 


In Mit Ghamr a religious symposium wes held on 11 July 1981, attended by Moslem 
Brother elements, in which the Brother Yusri Muhemmed Hani elleged thet the politicel 
leaders have resorted to terrifying the people through hunger in order to push the 
Peace process through. 


On the same date, 11 July 1981, Islamic groups held a symposium in the Mosque of 
Salah-al-Din in Cairo in which a leading member of the Moslem Brothers, 

Mustafa Mashhur, declared that the circumstances to which the call to Islem was 
now being exposed resembled /those during/ the outburst of Islem and stressed that 
the Group of the Brothers was eimed at establishing world Islemic internationalism 
but no ambition to rule. 


On the same date, a religious symposium wes held in al-Fayyum in which Tehe el-Sahheri, 
who leads an extremist religious group, demanded that people not deal with Christians 
and stressed that Moslems’ apathy toward their religion had given the Christians an 
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opportunity to commit aggression in the al-Zawiyah el-Hamre’ area. 


Two days before that, on 9 July 1981, Adem Selih, a proponent of the al-Salafiyeh 
Movement, at a symposium in the al-Bashir Mosque in Cairo, attributed the events of 
al-Zewiyah al-Hamra’ to Christian resentment and cleimed thet the Netional Unity Lew 
had been set forth to protect Christians. al-Sa'id ‘Ali, a proponent of the 
al-Salafiyah Movement, stressed in the Selah-al-Din Mosque in Port Seid that 

Islamic rule by a ruler who prevented the application of God's lew wes a punishable 
act and when the ruler sat down with Jews and Christians that meant subservience 

to them. 


On 16 July 1981 the Group of the Srothers held an Islamic conference in the al-Nur 
Mosque to celebrate the anniversary of the Sedr raid, attended by elements from the 
Brothers and the Islamic groups. ‘Umer el-Talmesani called upon young people to 
stay close together and stated that their conviction should be thet death was 
preferable to a wretched life! 


The following day, the Society of the Brothers held a celebration in eal-Pashe Squere 
in Cairo in which ‘Umer al-Telmesani criticized both parties in the Lewyers' Feder- 
ation crisis, reiterating that Cod wanted oppressors tc oppress one snother. 


On 17 July 1981, the Islamic Group in al-Fayyum held a religious symposium in which 
Hilmi al-Jazzar, one of the leaders of the Islemic groups, demended that the Moslems 
rally around the proselytizers! 


In the town of Sagaltah in Sawhaj an Islemic group held e symposium on 16 July 1961 
in which a leader of the group attributed spostesy to Jews and Christians and 
urged that they be fought if they did not pay the non-Moslem head tex. 


Throughout the blessed month of Ramadan, people in charge of the Brothers’ magazine 
AL-DA'WAH conducted a campaign to distribute medals and prayer schedules bearing the 
symbol of the group and its slogan at these symposia. 


Friday Sermons in the Recent Period 


Friday sermons also have involved deliberate provocations and attempts to attack 
the oovernment end stir up dissension: 


On 10 July 1981: 


At the Salah-al-Din Mosque in al-Manyel, ‘Abd-al-Rashid Saqr warned ageinst the tide 
of proselytization and cleimed that corruption end bribery had become widespread 
in al-Azhar. 


In the al-Ikhshid "osque, Muhammad Maci cleimed that the People's Assembly was 
procrastinating in applying Islamic lew. 


At the Mosque of the Upright Caliphs, Sulayman Rabi’ attacked the fact thet Egypt 
Air Company wes con'inuing to sell liquor. 


The imam of the Ibrahim Mosque in Alexandria discussed the al-Zawiyah al-Hamre' 
events in a provocetive manner, and, following the prayer, the lewyer and Brother 











"Abcallah Rashwan criticized current conditions. 


In the al-Se'udi Mosque in el-Mansureh, Muhammed el-Sherif discussed the 
al-Sherabiyah incidents in e provocative menner and claimed that the failure to 
remove immunity from Rashad 'Uthman, member of the People's Assembly, could be 
attributed to support for him from an official. 


In some mosques in al-Minya, a statement wes distributed that was issued by the 
Islamic groups claiming that Shaykh Sulayman Rebi', dean of the Faculty of Principles 
of Religion, chairman of the Society of Upright Caliphs in Heliopolis, and an 

element sympathizing with the Srothers, hed issued a religious ruling prohibiting 
dealings with Christians. 


Friday 17 July 1981: 


The person giving the sermon at the Mosque of el-Nachir werned ageinst dealing sith 
Christians, claimino, that they heve been accumulating weapons in order to strike 
out at Moslems through their wealth. The imam of the ‘Ayn-el-Heyat Mosque in Cairo 
criticized the investigation that had been made into him under the euthority of the 
Ministry of Religious Endosmerts by asking why people with bleck turbens hedn't 
been held to account or invest igeted. 


In the al-Salam Mosque in el-Isma'iliyeh, Muhammad ‘Abdallah ‘Usays urged that 
people not ceal with Christians and that the Preyer of the Departed be held for shet 
he described as the Moslem martyrs of al-Zewiyah al-Hamrea’ sho hed passed eway es a 
result of the perfidy of the Cruseders. 


In the Mosque of the Society of Islamic Lew in Asyut, Nejih Ibrehim, leader of the 
Islamic society in Asyut, demanded thet people not deel sith Christians. 


Friday 24 July 1961 


In the al-Nur Mosque in al-‘Abbesiysh, ®itwalli Yusuf Snelebi criticized the position 
of the Ninistries of Religious Endowments and Internel Affeirs of preventing the 
snhaykh of the Ibranim “osque in Alexencrie from speeking in sosques. 


In the Mosque of Iclemic Youth, “uhemmad Ahmad Sedewi criticized the sedia and the 
Programs they presented and demanded thet they be reformed and thet Islemic lee be 
appliec. 


In the Salah-al-Din Mosque in al-Manyel, ‘Abd-eal-Rashid Seqr stressed thet Jeruseles 
would never return to its owners through negotiation, urged officiels to deel 
lightly with and pardon the shaykh of the Ibrehim Mosque in Alexendrie, and celled 
on the Moslems to stand beside him. 


In the al-Tawhic Mosque in Im'babah, Kamil Muhemmac ‘Inan ettecked birth control 
programs by claiming that they were in violation of Islem, criticized the profligate 
parties held by the Office of the President and demanded that the money spent at 
those parties be cirected to the people. 


In the dawiyat ‘Amr ibn-al-"As Mosque in Port Seid, Muhammed 'Abd-al-Hamid eal-Helluji 
stressed that the government is now one of apostasy end rejection of Islem, seakening 








the Moslems, and gave es proof of that the events of al-Zewiyeh eal-Hemra’ and the 
blood of Moslems that wes shed in them. In the Zepiyah ‘Izzet Mosque in Fequs, 
Ibrahim al-'Izbi cleimed thet the Christiens in Eqypt were treining in weapons at 
Wadi el-Natrun and the oases and that the government wes helping them in this in 
order to destroy Islam. 


The Behavior of Fanatic Christians 


There has been irresponsible conduct on the part of fenetic Christians which hes 
helped escalate the incidents, including: 


Officiels of the Coptic Archdiocese in the town of Isne have sterted to turn e 
building which wes in trust om behalf of the archdiocese into ea rest house to 
house nuns sithout permit, end this hes provoked the condemnation of Moslems. 


In the section of Isfun eal-Matea'ineh in the District of Isne, Christians heve 
observed religious rituals in ea building set esicde for funerel observences, sith 
the objective of turning it into a church sithout permit. 


The performance of repairs end the erection of some installetion in the Coptic 
Orthodox churches of Mer Jirjis and the Virgin in the vellege of Tukh, sithout 
Dermit. 


The observance of religious rituels in the room of e Christien compatriot in the 
village of al-Kewseril, Sewshaj, sithout perait.

The existence of a state of discontent among Christien doctors in the Itey al- 
Barud Public Hospital because of a compleint presented by e Moslem doctor aosinst 
two Christian coctors eccusing them of causing the death of e Mosles child in the 
course of an operation. The Office of the Public Prosecutor decided to releese 
the two doctors anc querantee their positions. 


A struggle over @ plot of len in the Abu-el-Metesir area between @ Moslem doctor 
and a Christian women, as the result of the decision of the committee formed to 
investigate the dispute, shich ruled thet the plot of lend comprised part of the 
doctor's property, especially since e church hed been erected without persit on the 
plot of land, which beloncec to the Patrierchete of Alexendrie.

STUDENTS IN UNIVERSITIES PROTEST RELIGIOUS PRESSURE GROUPS

Lrext/ It is certain that no one is opposed to religion or freedom of worship. 


It is certain that religion belongs to God but that the nation belongs to everyone, 
eas President al-Sadat hes said, directing his words to the university students: 
worship your lord as you wish but do not sell your will and say “heard and obeyed" 
to every object or society that exploits you; hearing and obeying belong to glori- 
ous almighty God. 


The Islamic groups in the Egyptian universities have committed acts which have gone 
beyond the proper bounds. 


The university records clearly show numerous incidents in Cairo University, for 
example, which reveal the extent of the extremism these groups have reached in a 
single academic year, the one that hes just passed. 


Last 19 March, these societies, in the Faculty of Education at al-Fayyum, obstructed 
@ group of students taking part in competition for the most excellent student, while 
the bus carrying them entered the faculty couetyard, and attacked them with physi- 
cal blows. Two days before that, these societies opposed a theatrical group at the 
Faculty of Agriculture in al-Fayyum, during the rehearsal for a play, broke into 
the hall, attacked members of the croup and expelled the rest of the students. 
University requlations did not permit intervention by leaders of the Islamic 

groups in the university, but on last 4 March they gathered together in a demon- 
stration inside the Faculty of Engineering, opposing the holding of monthly examin- 
ations and the recording of student attendance and absences. 


In the Faculty of Commerce at Bani Suwayf, the leaders of these groups issued a 
command prohibiting male students from mixing with female students or standing to- 
gether inside the university compound, holding up banners declaring "It is porohi- 
bited for male students to mix with female students” and declaring that they would 
give people who allowed themselves to be enticed into failing to honor this order 
@ grace period of 1 week -- after which they actually did physically attack some 
students who were so bold as to talk with female students inside the university 
compound. 
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In the Faculty of Letters, the faculty student federation declared that it was 
going to show a movie, “al-Aqmar," in the faculty. The leaders of the Islamic 
societies raised a resistance and the dean of the faculty met with them to hear 
their view, which was that the movie contained scenes that they rejected, and 
informed them that he agreed to have one of them sit b» de the projecto: during 
the showing of the movie and that they would delete the scenes he cbhiecied ta. 

In spite of that, and in spite of their agreement, they gathered togquther and 
broke into the auditorium in which the movie was to be shown, carrying !.’avy clubs, 
whips and sharp instruments to punish the students who had been sitting in the 
faculty amphitheater awaiting the showing of the movie. This punishment resulted 
in injuries to students, including a wound on the arm of the federation head and 
a concussion for another student. In fact, extremist acts subsequently reached 
the point where showing of the movie "Rabi'ah al-'Adawiyah" was rejected in the 
Teachers College on the charge that there were some songs in it! 


These groups did not even permit students, or even teaching assistants, to engage 

in athletic activity. Last 12 January Muhammad Ghunaym, e leader of these groups, 
blocked a female teaching assistant in the Faculty of Medicine who was about to 
Practice on the tennis court in the company of her mother, and the incident resulted 
in her being chased away and being kept from practicing. 


tyven tours were suspended, after the incident of the trip to the al-Khayriyah 
Barrages last 18 December that had been arranged by the student committee at the 
University Village, when a group of members of Islamic societies opposed them, 
having discovered that some of the students had dared to sing and clap their hands 
during the trip, which ended at the police station in the al-Khayriyah Barrages! In 
addition, there were two incidents of attacks on a hostel which resulted in injury 
to two female students, Mirvat ‘Abdallah and Sihr Mahmud of the Media Faculty. 


It is strange that even cultural activity was banned under terrorism by these 
groups last 29 December, when the Faculty of Economics and Political Science de- 
cided to hold a book exhibit on its premises and, after the exhibit had been 
prapared, the Islamic groups protested on grounds that it contained books which 
were to be rejected. The dean of the faculty met with them and decided to form 

a committee, before the exhibit opened, which undertook to review and sort through 
the books exhibited and to remove the books they considered it appropriate to 
remove. However, they met and proceeded to smash up the exhibit completely and 
attack the students who had thought of going to visit it. 


The story of the 3-day occupation of the University Village in itself reveals the 
extant of the extremist thinking and behavior of these groups, whose leaders pre- 
vented people working in the university village administration from going into 

their offices and appointed a group of students at the door to the village in their 
Place and appointed one of the societies’ students from the Faculty of Medicine, 
Mahmud al'Jawhari, as director of the University Village. The latter in fact did 
take over the office of the director of the village and appointed some students 

and other people who belonged to the society to positions of director of housing, 
the director of nutrition, and the director of legal affairs. Thay took over the 
operation of housing students in the Islamic groups and demanded that the university 
president's advisor for university village affairs and the expelled village director 
be dismissed. The occupation lasted 3 whole days and ended with the loss of all the 
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documents and equipment belonging to the village administration, as well as with the 
acceptance by the university administration of their demands, in order to end the 
72-hour occupation of the university villages. 


During, before and after this occupation, the problem of the imposition of their 
control over the village was constantly at issue. Daily there were dozens of 
incidents of breaking into students’ rooms to compel them to perform the dawn 
Prayer or refuse to accept the food the village offered because it was made out of 
processed fat, which they complained had some pig fat in it, and they insisted on 
preparing the food without that fat! 


What Does the Broad Base of University Students Say? 


Although the universities were in holiday at the end of the academic year, numbers 
of students began to visit their faculties in anticipation of seeing new features 
of university activity which they had been prohibited from in previous years, as 
soon as the decrees to protect national unity were declared. What do these stu- 
dents say? 


The student Tariq Sa‘'d ‘Ali of the Faculty of Science, Chemistry Department, Cairo 
University, says, “We had been waiting for President al-Sadat's decree so that 

life in the university would resume as all university students had been waiting 

for it. The Islamic groups had been mixing religion with politics, making life in 
the university unstable, and the Islamic groups’ insistence on getting the students 
to elect them took place without our knowing anything about the people who had 
nominated themselves for election. In spite of that, the Islamic groups have not 
offered us, as students, anything new. All they have offered us is politics and 
extremism. Therefore the president's decree came at the proper time!" 


The student Muhammad Muhammad Abu-al-Futuh of the Faculty of Science, in the 

second year in Cairo University's Chemistry Department, says, "Through religious 
fanaticism within the university, religion itself is almost being lost. The Islamic 
groups’ considering people who do not go to the mosque as atheists has been a bitter 
thing for us as Moslems. The Islamic groups’ demand that when the call to prayer 
comes we must leave our lectures or work and perform the prayer -- it is not 
reasonable that we should abandon a doctor in a lecture to pray, although we could 
have joined the prayer. The discrimination in treatment between us and our 

brother Islamic group members was /like that between/ Moslems and atheists, even 
though the other party is Moslem. Political publications have proliferated and 
religious publications aimed at enlightenment have declined. The Islamic groups' 
expenditures on political publications have been greater than their expenditures 

on problems of students in the faculties and various activities. In fact, we ‘ 
have been waiting for President Anwar al-Sadat's decree so that we could lead a 
family life removed from fanaticism and extremism." 


The student Muhammad Sa'd Muhammad, a student in the Faculty of Law in Cairo Uni- 
versity, second year, says that he is more than in agreement with every decree 
President Muhammad Anwar al-Sadat has declared: "The Islamic groups within the 
university belittle the students. Their compelling the students to pray and leave 
lectures has shown a lack of understanding and has arisen out of fanaticism. The 
answer to that on the students’ part has been to refuse even to go to the mosque. 
In general, had it not been for the president's decree, we might have reached the 
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stage that Iran and other countries have reached. The president's decree is 100 
percent correct." He added, "All the declarations which the Islamic groups made 
are lacking single item of proof and as long as there is no proof there is no dis- 
pute over the issue." The student said, "The Bresident's decision to pardon way- 
ward students is a merciful one for tham all; he has given them a second chance. 
How can there be progress if we are to uplift Egypt's status and uplift our 
country in the context of religious and political extremism? The president's 
decree came at the right time." 


The female student Nasrah Sayyid Muhammad, of the Faculty of Commerce at Cairo 
University, said that this was her first year in the university, that she had heard 
about what the Islamic groups were doing, that she had wanted to see what they 
were seeking through these acts of theirs, and that when she learned of what 
President al-Sadat had said she believed what had been said about the Islamic 
groups and life in the university, which had become abnormal. She agrees with the 
president's decree as long as unstable conditions exist within the university: 

"We have come to the university to learn, study, gain an education and create a 
spirit of warmth and mutual understanding among ourselves as students, but as far 
as politics goes thsre is no room for that inside the university. Fanaticism is 
something which harms us as Moslems and Christians. We want to pray, but there is 
no place for politics, violence and fanaticism among us as students." 


Majidah 'Abd-al-‘Alim in the Faculty of Letters at Cairo University, first year, 
said, "Yes to religion within the university, to the study of religion and to our 
love of religion, but no to politics and fanaticism within the university. The 
university is not a place for political issues or problems." 


A student in the Faculty of Commerce eat the University of Cairo, who refused to 
mention his name, said, “The matter is now in the hands of a just father, and we 
all know the extent of his love for Egypt and his feeling for the Egyptian people. 
At the beginning, the Islamic groups were concerned with religion alone, and had no 
fanaticism on the outside, but, with the passage of time, they began to involve 
themselves on many problems and points in which they have no right to interfere, 
and, through this interference, have established an unfavorable position for them- 
selves among students. Even in the student elections they compelled students to 
give agreement to all members of the Islamic groups and did not give agreement to 
any other member outside the Islamic groups, saying that anyone outside the Islamic 
groups was an atheist. They were always reading the Koran every morning before 
lectures and talking to us as if we were infidels and not Moslems. The president's 
decree will make us Moslems and Christians living in a single house as brothers, 
each of us will have his religion and will worship God as he wishes, and thus it 
will make us feel secure in our academic and fraternal lives so that we can feel 
that the university is another home that we live in and not a place for strife and 
fanaticism. The president's decree restored university life to us once again after 
we had lost it over the years that have passed." 


Another student, in the Faculty of Antiquities in Cairo University, said "The 
Moslems and Christians live under a single banner, which is the banner of Egypt, 
and the land is the land of Eqypt. Islam and Christianity are two of God's re- 
ligions, and each of us may worhip God. However, for either of them to act and 
Place himself in a position remote from his brother with whom he lives on the same 





land is something society rejects, the conduct of all these people is in the 
interests of no one and if they are harmed, Egypt will be harmed. Through the 
decree the president has issued, we can live as we had lived before. It is not 
the time for fanaticism and dissension. It is the time for the future and for 
progress and time for solving the country's problems. We agree that there should 
be a mosque inside the university and that we should pray and worship God, but 

we do not want the mosque to become a place where we are cursed, when we used to 
receive religious guidance from it. The university is a place where the people 
of Egypt meet to study and spread the spirit of brotherhood among students so 
that we can benefit our country by our ideas and not harm Egypt with them. The 
president's decree has saved Eqypt, Moslems and Christians alike, from a civil war 
that would have broken out because of fanaticism." 


Muhammad Fu'ad, of the Faculty of Commerce, Cairo University, said "The decree 

will restore stability to the university and we all feel, as students, that we 

are in a sacred place where we study knowledge far removed from politics, concern- 
ing which no student knows anything. Everything that is said about politics within 
the university comes from the Islamic groups and it does not have a single source; 
it all consists of notions on the part of some vindictive, opportunistic groups, 
and none of the students in the Islamic groups can get anything by these methods 
unless there are some other people behind them who ere feeding the young people 
with these methods and their naive ideas and principles in order to instill 
corruption, hatred and dissension among the people in Egypt's universities to the 
abyss. The president's decree dissolving all the Islamic societies and groups has 
come at a time when Egypt needed it. Everyone hopes to worship God in the proper 
manner, but not to utter curses, lies and fanaticism. Finally, we say once again 
that we are Moslems and that religion is innocent of every tonque that utters what 
is not right, that we worship God as he wishes, and that we ere all thinking 

about the problems of Egypt, but in a spirit free of fanaticism. Eaqypt is in the 
most intense need of us young people so that we can raise its name on high and with 
pride among the countries of the world. We are in agreement with the president's 
decree, with the utmost warmth and affection, so that the spirit of love may 

return to us and the spirit of hatred and vindictiveness may be removed from us." 
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ALEXANDRIA PROSECUTOR INVESTIGATES ISLAMIC GROUP ACTIVITIES

[Article: “Investigation into Members of Islamic Groups That Met and Distributed 
Pamphlets in Alexandria"/ 


LText/ The Office of the East Alexandria Public Prosecutor has been conducting its 
investigation into the 21 persons and members of Islamic groups in the city that 
security officials seized, discovering in their possession publications and pam- 
phlets attacking and ridiculing the regime, calling for the incitement of factional 
dissension in the country, and attacking the peace treaty, as well as the 33 
Persons who had assembled before the Mosque of the Commander Ibrahim at the al- 
Raml Station, attacking security officials when they prevented them from holding a 
meeting to condemn the regime. 


Security officials arrested 21 persons who belonged to Islamic groups in Alexandria 
and discovered large amounts of publications and pamphlets in their homes calling 
for vilification of the regime, demanding that it be changed, condemning the peace 
treaty and normalization of relations with Israel, calling for the incitement of 
factional strife and spreading about false information on incidents of religious 
strife. Some of these publications were written by hand and the rest were printed. 
There were a number of detailed memoranda on the activity of every group, its 
Formation, its commander, and the role of each proselytization and media committee, 
camp, group coordinating committee and publication and declaration printing com- 
mittee in it, binding every member of the group to commit himself loyally and sin- 
cerely to the principles of the group, to detachment and to patience, as well as 
committees to prepare people giving sermons at public symposia and to send out 
delegations of people giving sermons inside and outside Alexandria. 


Among the people arrested were Khalid al-Za'farani, owner of a bookshop; Sani 
Isma'il Sani, an engineer in a contracting firm; Ibrahim al+Za'farani; Ahmad Yahya 
Matar, a student in the final year of medical school; Usamah Sa'd-al-Din al-" Iraqi; 
al-'Iraqi Sa'd-al-Din al-'Iragi: Ahmad Sa'd-al-Din al-'Iraqi; Ahmad ‘Abd-al-Jawad 
"Abd-al-Karim, a law student; Ayman al-Mughrabi, a pharmacy student; Mu'min Fadil 
Karim of the Faculty of Letters; Awwad Yusuf'Ali; and ‘Umar ‘Azzam, an engineering 
student. 


The investigation was undertaken by 10 attorneys in the Office of the East Alex- 
andria Public Prosecutor under the supervision of Counsellor Sami al-Bariri, 
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attorney general with the East Alexandria public prosecutor's offices. They were 
charged with the possession of publications that embraced the propagation of 
resistance to and vilification of the basic principles on which the system of 
government was founded, preaching against the alliance of the forces of the 

people, provoking factional strife, and disseminating false declerations which had 
the effect of offending public security and inflicting harm on the public interest. 


The Office of the Public Prosecutor also continued its investigation into 33 people 
who proceeded to gather in front of the Mosque of the Commander Ibrahim at the 
al-Raml Station and attacked security officials when they tried to prevent them 

from holding a meeting in the mosque to discuss seizing Shaykh al-Mahallawi, the 
imam of the mosque, and some political issues and events of factional strife. 

It raised the charge of gathering, resisting the authorities and affronting national 
unity against them. The Office of the Public Prosecutor ordered the 4-day imprison- 
ment of all the people arrested during the investigation, and continued its 
investigation.

Ltext/ Of them, President al-Sadat has said, "They are destroying young people's 
minds, and I am fearful for my children the students." 


They are people who call themselves “commanders of the Islamic groups." Islam is 
as innocent of them as the fox was of the blood of Jacob's son. 


Most unfortunately, they have tremendous power over the young people who have been 
influenced by them and who have been attracted to them in the name of religion. 
Their power even exceeds that of fathers and mothers. 


Indeed, their interpretation of religion, in the view of their subjects, is more 
correct and valid than the interpretations of scholars, jurists and memorable men 
of the Islamic religion. 


OF them, President al-Sadat has said, "The events prove the extent of the corrupting 
influence that these groups have exerted on young people's minds." 


What do you know about the views of these Islamic groups? Who are they? What are 
they doing? How far has their activity inside and outside the universities gone? 


Dr Hilmi al-Sayyid 'Abdeal-'Aziz al-Jazzar 
He is 26 and is the general commander of the Islamic societies. He was born in 


Sirs al-layyan, Governorate of al-Minufiyah, and is a doctor of distinction at 
the Umm al-Misriyin Hospital in the Governorate of al-Jizah. 


He was a commander of an Islamic group at Cairo University when he was a student 
and now is the general commander of the Islamic societies. 


He takes part in the symposia, conferences and camps the Islamic group holds, gives 
Friday prayer sermons at certain local mosques, gives religious instruction and, 
in his discussions during this instruction, concentrates on the following points: 


1. Alleging that the People's Assembly is of no effect in solving the problems of 
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the masses. 


2. Describing the two Camp David agreements es a setback resembling the June 
setback and demanding that it be abrogated and that the measures of normalizing 
relations be stopped. 


3. Referring to the need to establish Islam by the sword and the holy book. 


4. Explaining the events of al-Zawiyah al-Hasira’ and stating thet he witnessed 
Christians firing on Moslems and that the statement by the deputy prime minister 
and the minister of the interior in this regard was false. 


Dr ‘Isam-al-Din Muhammad Hasan al-'Iryan 


He was born in the section of Nahiya, Imbabah District, Governorate of al-Jizah, is 
27, is an independent doctor and works as an editor for the magazine AL-DA'WAH. He 
is married to the sister of Salah-al-Din Fadl, a politician who had previously been 
charged in the Military Technical College case and the recent holy wer case. 


He is an active leader in the Islamic groups. He prepares and supervises the 
convening of the Monday classes which the group holds et the Salah-al-Din Mosque 
in al-Manyal every week. 


He watches over the attendance of meetings of heads of Islamic groups and bodies 
in his capacity as a representative of the Islamic groups. 


He has worked perseverently in giving Friday prayer sermons at the al-Rahman Mosque 
in Garden City (locally), and also in giving religious classes in the Salah-al-Din 
Mosque in al-Manyal and attending symposia the Islamic groups give in various 
governorates, concentrating in his talks on the following points: 


1. Attacking officials in the university on the charges that they have opposed 
elements of the Islamic groups. 


2. Attacking the security forces and alleging that they have opposed the call to 
religion. 


3. Condemning the Camp David agreements, alleging that they have failed, that they 
have brought shame on government officials and that Egypt has lost its influence in 
the Arab environment as a result of this treaty. 


4. Planning movements inside and outsi 'e the universities and issuing orders for 
the commanders of Islamic groups to execute. 


Dr ‘Abd-al-Mun'im Abu-al-Fattuh ‘Abd-al-Hadi 
He was born in Misr al-Qadimah on 15 October 1951. 
He is a leader of the Islamic group in Cairo. 


He has assiduously given talks at symposia the Islamic groups hold in various 
governorates. He criticizes the media on the charge that they take part in 














corrupting the morals of young people and that Moslems are now being oppressed by 
government officials, and stresses that government officials are determined to 
assign Sharon, the Israeli minister of agriculture, the task of reclaiming desert 
lands in the country, that there are plots being woven against Islam, and that 
the Moslems must strengthen bonds among themselves to confront these schemes, 
while attacking Christians and claiming that they are behind the failure to 

apply Islamic law in the People's Assembly. 


Wa jdi ‘Abd-al-Hamid Muhammad Ghunaym 

He was born in Sawhaj on 8 February 1951, lives in Damanhur, is an employee of the 
Damanhur Department of Electricity and has been delegated to work in the Institute 
of Reading of the al-Azhar region in Damanhur. 


He gives speeches at symposia held by the Islamic societies in various governorates, 
in which he concentrates on the following: 


l. The government security intelligence agency is agreeing to give Christians but 
not Moslems permits to bear arms. 


2. The security agencies are aware of the stockpiling of arms in monasteries and 
churches but are not strong enough to cope with that. 


3. He attacks his eminence the sheikh of al-Azhar for agreeing to cooperate with 
Christians and to take part in celebrating their holidays. 


4. He condemns the president's agreement to the construction of 50 churches a year. 


5. He attacks the notion of establishing a complex for religions in Sinai, on the 
charge that that is in violation of islamic law. 


6. He condemns the president's previous declaration that there is no religion in 
politics and no politics in religion. 


7. He prohibits prayers in mosques where there are mausoleums, except in the 
Mosque of the Prophet, on whom be God's prayers and peace. 


8. He prohibits listening to songs and music. 
9. He prohibits smoking and shaking hands with women. 
10. He attacks the family planning project, claiming that it is a Crusader scheme 


to destroy Islam, demands that one not commit himself to it and attacks the new 
Personal Status Law and the Law on Impropriety. 


ll. He demands that Moslems not eat imported meat and poultry, on the charge that 
it is slaughtered in a manner contrary to Islamic law. 


12. He claims that the government has become a state of male and female performers. 
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Dr Mahmud Mustafa Mahmud Hubballah 


He was born in Dassuq, Governorate of Kafr al-Shaykh, on & May 1949 and is a 
doctor at the Sawhaj Instructional Hospitel. 


He gives speeches at religious gatherings held by the Islamic group in the 
Governorates of al-Minya, Asyut and Sawhaj where techniques of provocation are 
devised. In his discussions he emphasizes the following points: 


Claiming that the president is intending to concentrate, through his speeches, on 
discussing projects for self-sufficiency in food with the goal of alienating the 
masses from the basic problems that exist in the society. 


That officials in the country are precipitously rushing to embrace the United 
States of America now, as they had previously rushed precipitously into the em- 
brace of the Soviet Union. 


Claiming that Jews are now occupying the Governorate of al-Buhayrah. 


Attacking the president and claiming that he was cooperating with the enemies of 
Islam. 


Attacking Jews and Christians, attacking the family planning project, claiming that 
that is a Zionist-Christian plot to weaken Islam, and condemning the declaration 
the president previously made to the effect that there is no religion in politics 
and no politics in religion. 


Khalid 'Abd-al-Rahman ‘Umar al-Za'farani 


He was born in Kafr al-Shaykh 23 July 1952. He works as an employee in the 
private sector al-Andalus Trading and Contracting Company in Alexandria. 


He was a member of the Society of Atonement and Reclusion when it was first 

formed but then split off from it. He is a leader of the Islamic group in Alex- 
andria. He sometimes makes statements at the Fajr-al-Islam Mosque in Alexandria, 
in which he concentrates on the following: 

Bringing up the factional incidents that occurred in the al-Zawiyah al-Hamra' area. 


Attacking some religious leaders in the country and accusing them of carrying out 
schemes that are harmful to the country.

A student in the Faculty of Petroleum and Mining Engineering in Suez, University 
of the Canal. 


Commander of the Islamic group in the faculty. 


He took part with other members of the Islamic group in Suez in the following 
movements: 


Holding an Islamic conference in a mosque in Suez, in which he made statements 
that included an attack on the current reqime. Gathering in the faculty courtyard 
and repeating opposition cries in an attempt to stop a party honoring professors 
and final year students. 


Jamal Muhammad Bakhit Salim, Faculty of Educaticen, Asyut 
Born on 19 December 1959, Abnub.

There are 
conditions which must be met for establishing and announcing religious societies. 
These societies must play a basic part in the field of social care, and there must 
be an urgent nead for their establishment. Holding these societies is a right 
guaranteed by the constitution to every ECaoytitian citizen, but with conditions. A 
society will be considered null and void if it violates public order and morality. 
The Department of Social Affairs has the right to dissolve the board of directors 
of a society in special cases; if it is proved that a society has violated the 
law, the ministry will send it a warning to cease its violations within 15 days. 
In the event it does not comply, its board of directors must be dissolved and 

@ temporary board will be formed for a period of 1 year, which can be extended to 
3 years. 


The board of directors of a society will be dissolved if it is proved that it 
fails to achieve its objectives, has committed a grave violation of the lew, or has 
violated public order and morality. 


The conditions under which the Ministry of [Social/ Affairs has the right to dis- 
solve a society or its board of directors are: 


If its inability to achieve the noals for which it was established is proved. 


If it disburses its funds in a manner other than those specified in accordance 
with its aqoals. 


If it fails to hold its general assembly 2 years in a row. 


If it commits a serious violation of the law or violates public order and morelity.

Ltext/ In his latest speech, President Anwar al-Sadat referred to “the story 
behind the religious committee" which the party of the left, some of whose leaders 
were implicated in the incidents of factional dissension, has originated. 


What is the story behind this committee? 
What are its stands vis-a-vis issues and events in the Islamic world? 


A number of party members who have taken upon themselves the task of convincing 
their party's leadership of the importance of establishing a wing for the Islamic 
left within party ranks have called for the establishment of a religious affairs 
secretariat within the party of the left. Foremost proponents of this idea have 
been Dr Muhammad Ahmad Khalafellah, Dr Hasan Hanafi and Shaykh Mustafa ‘Asi. 


The leadership of the left has spelled out the new committee's task as a number of 
goals that will serve the interests of the party in the first place. These are: 


Innovating a religious facade for the party which will free it from the change 
that it is atheistic, communistic and hostile to divine religions. 


Attracting new elements under the title of "the Islamic left." 
Overcoming the problem of declining membership which the party is suffering from. 


Creating bridges for cooperation with opposition currents that express their 
reservations over the subject of coordinating with the party of the left. 


Although this committee has failed to perform its mission, it has continued to 
Play a feeble, unsuccessful proselytizing role in transparent ways, twisting 
matters to ill effect, so that the religious picture of the party remains as it 
has been. 


It is strange that this committee's religious philosophy is not far removed from 
the Soviet Communist Party's philosophy on Islamic issues and events. This is 
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confirmed by the extreme interest by which the party received the statement of the 
26th conference of the Soviet Communist Party's sections bearing on its position 
on Islam; the committee worked hard to study Brezhnev's statement on religious 
revOlutions, giving as an example Iran, and the Soviets' readiness to support all 
other movements possessing a character of liberation and progress. 


There then occurred the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan; Moslems were killed and 
revolutionaries were persecuted, but the leftwing party has declared its support 
for it and has risen up to defend the policy of colonialistic intervention. 


The religious committee has refused to let religious .ccasions go by without 
celebrating and holding conferences, symposia and celebrations on the holidays of 
the birthday of the prophet and the hegira = celebrations which suddenly turn 

into political invective and the levelling of charges and rumors, so that as the 
celebration goes on it turns into an artistic free-for-all where the political 
songs of their singer, Shaykh Imam ‘Isa, are greeted by the cries of young people 
who through the singing have forgotten the sacred nature of the religious occasion 
-- as well as cries of approval from young girls who are smoking! 


When the factional events took place in al-Zawiyah al-Hamra’ and Shubra, the party 
greeted this situation with provocative, hostile pamphlets that did not remedy the 
situation so much as inflame it. The religious philosophers of the party enlight- 
ened us with strange interpretations and explanations of what took place, sometimes 
saying that economic liberalization was the cause, sometimes saying that the 
government was deficient in playing its part. The party then urged the various 
opposition currents to hold a national unity conference to deal with the issue of 
strife, not just by boycotting the government but also by opposing it, on grounds 
that it was responsible for what had happened. 


Shaykh Mustafa ‘Asi, secretary of the committee and member of the central secretar- 
iat of the Grouping Party, whose name appeared in the list of people detained on 

the decrees of national unity, was removed from his position as the giver of sermons 
and exhortations in the al-Nasr Mosque in al-Mansura by the Ministry of Religious 
Endowments some months ago because he had strenuously engaged in stirring up strife 
and disturbance.

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SOVIET ROLE IN STIRRING UP STRIFE DETAILED

[Excerpt from text/ The case was an undercover conflict between Soviet and Coyptian 
intelligence. Each was operating in quiet and silence, in the conviction that the 
other knew nothing about its movements. 


However, the outlines of this story will bring features of great amazement to the 
face of the first secretary of the Soviet Embassy in Cairo, one of the persons 
implicated in this case. Only through these outlines will one learn that Eoyptian 
intelligence men have been watching his movements and behavior eince 1975. 


A Young Egyptian Reveals the Plot 


The hero in this story is an Eqyptian student who loved his country and traveled 
for its sake to seek an education in the Soviet Union and obtain a doctorate in 
sanitary engineering. There Soviet intelligence hunted him down and kept after 
him with threats and pressure. On one side of the scale they placed his acquisi- 
tion of a doctorate after 4 years of research and —tudy and on the other they 
placed his cooperation with them and his provision of aid in all the information 
they needed. He gave his agreement; he would obtain the doctorate and would be one 
of their men. However, the situation changed. After he turned into a testing 
ground for their experiments and they had gained trust in him, they left him to go 
to Cairo, and there another role, that of Eayptian intelligence, began. He stated 
everything and left the rest of the game to the Egyptian intelligence men; the 
first secretary of the Soviet Embassy is reading this now, ior the first time, 
though he was one of the people arranging the events. 


The name is Rizq Murqus Rizq, a Christian Egyptian citizen born in Alexandria in 
1935. He worked as in instructor in the Sanitary Engineering Department of the 
Engineering Faculty et Alexandria University. 


The events in the story go far back. The threads of the story began to be woven 
10 years ago when Rizq Murzus waved his family goodbye with both hands on board 
a ship en route to the Soviet Union, finally about to realize the dream of his 
life and acquire a doctorate in sanitary engineering. 
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The Soviet Intelligence Game: 


In Moscow, after 4 years nf study and research, on 1 April 15975 specifically, the 
man of Soviet intelligence started their devious role of entangling the Egyptian 
student. 


Yuri Alexeyev, assistant director of the institute in which the Egyptian student 
was studying, sat in his office with another person by his side. He summoned the 
student Rizq, who came in with his many papers on his thesis, which was nearing 
completion, in his hand. Introductions were made between Rizq Murqus, the Egyptian 
student, and Victor Demetrievitch, a journalist from PRAVDA, The assistant director 
asked Murqus to perform a service for him. He requested that he do a journalistic 
Paper on the Middle East for his friend. The Egyptian student naively accepted 

and expressed his readiness to cooperate. Then some idle conversation took place. 
The journalist asked him about Palestinian guerrilla organizations, when they 
Originated their number and the most popular organizations, on grounds that Rizq 
had studied the Palestine cause and the history of the Arab nation. The discussion 
extended to the Kurds, the Druzes, communist influence in Iraq and the plan to 
establish a Palestinian state on the /West/ Bank, all questions which could have 
been conventional but were raised for a specific goal. 


The journalist was to discover Rizq's abilities, information and breadth of knowl-~ 
edae. 


The Press Is a Cover for Espionage 


The meeting ended and Rizq prepared the article and handed it over to the journal- 
ist. Days passed, and then the journalist got in touch with Rizq again. There 
was no intermediary to handle this meeting; it went on as if between two friends. 
The journalist said that he had obtained some money from his paper in exchange for 
publishing the article on the Middle East and he wanted to share it with his 
friend. Rizq adamantly refused. The journalist thanked him and asked him if he 
could follow up by turning to him for information he could help him with on Egypt 
and the Middle East. The Egyptian student agreed. 


The meetings continued; there were eight of them between Victor Demetrievitch and 
Rizq Murqus; in Salonikia Park in Moscow, discussions took place between tt. two 
and started to revolve about a smaller area. Demetrievitch started to ask «im 
about President al-Sadat, his orientation to the West and the extent to which the 
people were happy with this. Were there opposition groups? Rizq responded in 
general terms -= not knowing much, since he had been outside Egypt for years. 
However, doubts began to plaque him. He tried to get out of the meetings, but the 
journalist pursued him and insisted. Doubts grew in the mind of Rizq, who was 
compelled to refuse adamantly to meet. On the other hand, he was occupied with 
his thesis and in preparing to defend it. 


Postponement of the Thesis 


The siege began from another angle. The date for defense of the thesis was post- 
poned. His professors and supervisors started to ignore him. By August 1975 
Murqus began to feel that the matter was deliberate. Then suddenly the journalist 
appeared again. This time he visited Rizq in his residence at 0700 hours in the 
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morning and asked him "Why don't you want to meet me?" Rizq replied bluntly and 
boldly in the manner of one who has no expertise, "Because I feel that you belong 
to intelligence and are behind the postponement of my thesis." 


The Threads of the Attempt Are Revealed 


The maneuvers moved over to a new stage. The journalist frankly told him that he 
was a member of intelligence, that he only wanted world peace and the destruction 
of reactionary forces, and that socialists had to cooperate for the sake of this 
lofty goal . 


Rizq thought, reached a decision in his own mind and agreed, but expressed his 
fears about Eqyptian intelligence, which was well known for its strength and 
contacts, fearing that his situation would become known. The journalist reassured 
him that Soviet imtelliogence was also strong and that no power could touch him as 
long as he was um. «x its protection. 


Agreement at a Higher Level 


The agreement started to circulate at a higher level. They now agreed on how con- 
tact would take place between them in Egypt or abroad, how they could acquire 
information, how they could confirm it, and the nature of the information desired. 
The meetings shifted from Salonkia Park to another area, with space and some walls. 
The journalist wanted to exert his power over Rizq. He gave him a feeling of 
being involved in secret activity without intermediaries. Afterward, their meet- 
ings took place in the 4th floor of the Budapest Hotel on Petrovsky Street, 

Room 442. The journalist started to test him. He asked for information about his 
Egyptian colleagues. Russian intelligence had had information on all of them in 
advance, but they were testing him and observing how serious he was. Rizq passed 
all the tests. 


At this point Victor declared that Rizq's thesis would be defended at the end of 
October. It was defended, and he passed with distinction. The final stages of 
the tactics began: Rizq was to set off in a few days. 


How Would the Contacts Take Place? 


Agreement was reached on arrangements for having meetings between the two of them 
after Rizq reached Alexandria. The agreement stipulated the first Tuesday of 

each month as a meeting date, the telephone would ring at Rizq's home at 2000 hours. 
The provisions of the errangement were: 


"Good evening, I am your student Yusri -- do you have any objection to our meeting 
at such and such a time?" Rizq would reply "Not at all, there are no objections, 
you are welcome." 


The next day Rizq would go to the Playboy Casino in San Stefano at 0950 hours. 
He was to wear a suit and have a white handkerchief folded in a triangle in his 
upper pocket and an Arabic magazine in his left pocket. These were just identi- 
fication signs. Rizq would sit down and order something to drink. 


Before 1010 hours an emissary of Soviet intelligence would come to him and the 
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following conversation would take place between thems 


"Your face is familiar to me. We met before this in Syria in 1968, in the Green 
Valley Restaurant." 


"Heavens, no, I wasn't in Syria then, I was in Beirut." 


At that point the introduction would end and the message would be given. If the 
emissary did not arrive by 1010 hours he would have to leave. 


Rizq Reveals tha Plot 


Rizq returned to Alexandria on 30 November. The following day he was elsewhere, 
divulging all his information. 


Three years elapsed, in which no contact with Rizq took place. 


At this point an Egyptian intelligence official explained to AL-AKHBAR an important 
distinction between an active agent and a quiescent one. The former is one who is 
assigned missions and carries them out at once, while the latter is recruited, 

sent to the requisite places, and remains in an ordinary state until a subsequent 
time, no matter how long that may be, and is ready to receive information and 
Orders and carry them out at once. 


Rizq was of the latter type. Three years went by before they contacted him. 

They had recruited him and became confident of him, and then the time came to use 
him. One day when he was leaving the university he met two people tho told him 

"We are friends of Victor's and want to complete the mission that started in Moscow." 


The two were officers in Soviet intelligence. The first was Anatoly Bakunim, 
third secretary in the Soviet Embassy in Cairo, who had arrived in Cairo on 1 July

General Intelligence reports which followed up on the case confirm that it was not 
important whether Moslems, Christians or Communists joined them -- the important 
thing /to them/ was that all opposition forces join together and act in tentative 
harmony in order to carry out their goals of overthrowing the regime at any cost 
in the name of the people of Eqypt, even if the people paid the price for this 
with their lives and the lives of their children. 


The Soviet Union Sketches the Outlines of Dissent 


The Soviet Union was sketching the outlines and strategies in the background, 
leaving it to those people to carry them out. The reports confirm thiss the 
Soviet Union did not prepare its traditionel role of raising the red flag before 
attacking; it knew that the Eqyptian people who abused their religion. Rather, it 
started with a new approach, which would bring it to its ultimate goal of over- 
throwing the regime in Eqypt, after it had become the obstacle to the infiltration 
of Soviet influence in the Middle East against which all attacks it had tried to 
launch were dashed. The approach this time was religion, factional strife, since 
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that was the easiest way to cause blood to flow and turn Egypt into a boiling 
volcano which would quiet down, finding only here a foothold for itself on 
Egyptian territory. 


A New Party of Opposition Forces 


The reports state that after it dissolved itself, the Wefd Party began to have 
another idea, to establish a new party, and that became its biggest goal; this 
time, however, it would be a secret party to which Fu'ad Sirajeal-Din gave the 
name "The Party of Deliverance." Opposition forces started to gather unocr the 
new banner, preparing publications, mounting podiums, giving sermons and stirring 
up the masses. On top of all that, General Intelligence was standing watching 
what went on, out of concern for Egypt and the people of Egypt, until the moment 
arrived when the time came to end the conspiracy. 


All the leaders who had stood behind the banner assumed a new role. They distanced 
themselves from leftism and communism, and no longer sdvocated them in their con- 
versations. Most right-wing forces joined them, as a facade behind which they 
could hide their real orientations, and began operating in secret. 


Publications in the People's And Consultative Assemblies 


General Intelligence received permission from the public prosecutor's office to 
follow up on the movements of these vindictive persons. In the course of the 
followup, it became apparent that most of the meetings took place in the city of 
Alexandria and functioned in an unlawful manner, with the sim of getting the domes- 
tic front in movement. These persons prepared opposition publications to send to 
members of the People's Assembly and the Consultative Assembly, some in their 
handwriting, all with the aim of crystalizing and exploiting problems in order to 
attract new elements in the form of university youths, workers and intellectuals. 


The planning by Fu'ad Siraj-al-Din and Dr Mahmud al-Qadi was for the new party to 
strive to form party member committees and establish a major printing and publish- 
ing house +2 facilitate the issuance of publications and pamphlets, with the 
understanding that the people providing cover for the house would be unknown and 
have no political history, in order to ward off suspicion. 


Organization Campaigns abroad 


The party had delegates who traveled abroad, such as Ibrhaim Tal'at (Alexandria) 
who traveled to Syria, then France, attacking the regime and its officials in the 
course Of conferences, radio interviews, and articles in newspapers and magazines, 
as well as other delegates who got in touch with foreign embassies and gave them 
opposition publications and pamphlets. When their movement started to assume 
broad dimensions, following the recent detention procedures, General Intelligence 
arrested some people who had not been detained after they had concentrated their 
activities on expanding the scope of the structure of the new party, the Party of 
Deliverance. Among these were the lawyer, Zaghlul ‘Abdeal-Latif Bisharah, the 
lawyer, Fahmi al-Nahhas, and Ibrahim Sulayman ‘Ashur. 


Among the documents in the case were pamphlets, some of which were actually pre- 
pared and distributed, and tape recordings of conversations and meetings. 
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Tape Recordings of the Conspirators 


This statement was in the words of Fu'ad Sirajeal-Din: "We will cause a civil 
war, facing seveiity with severity and opposing the club with the club and the 
knife with the knife..." 


This was stated, in the voice of Fahmi al-Nahhas: "We will stand against Anwar 
al-Sadat with all our power in all] areas, in full daylight. I have printed 
pamphlets and sold them to some imams in al-Azhar in Cairo and Alexandria and 
am intending to print every dey." 


The voice of Dr Mahmud al-Qadi said, before the meeting of the general assembly 

of the Engineer's Union, "All right, here we are, now printing a brochure of 30 

or 40 pages, and we can distribute it to the engineers before the assembly meets." 
al-Qadi said, in a meeting with members of the dissolved Wafd Party, “Reviving the 
party and bringing it back again is the only weapon by which the authorities can 
be fought." 


In this way, all those opponents who have made Fu'ad Siraj-al-Din's home in Alex- 
andria a center for their meetings have combined vengeance with a desire to 
destroy the regime. They have damaged the appreciation for and understanding of 
democracy and opposition, and their selfishness has prompted them to try to reach 
the seats of government and regain the limelight at any price, even through civil 
war and involvement with foreign countries. However, General Intelligence acted 
at the right time to head off their activities, after having followed up on the 
conspiracies and dissensions for years until the time came to do away with them.

LText/ The Socialist Liberal Party has declared its support for the national unity 
decrees President al-Sadat announced to contain the factional incidents and clean 
up political activity. 


The party asserted that the measures and decrees the political leadership has 
taken are in no way prejudicial to the course of democracy and do not entail any 
regression. 


The secretariat general of the Liberal Party held two meetings last week to study 
President al-Sadat's statement and define the party's position regarding the decrees 
and other measures. 


At the emergency meeting the secretariat general held last Sunday morning, the 
party command pointed out that the freedom which the May Revolution had implanted 
and democratic practices over the past 10 years can no longer be infringed and 
that the problems of democracy, no matter how great they may be, are not equal 
to the evil of going back for a day to the system of a single party and single 
thought that Egypt suffered from. 


The Liberal Party supported President al-Sadat's declaration that there are no 
politics in religion and there is no religion in politics, because the commingling 
of religion and politics leads to contradictory results. It asserted that open 
opposition is the sound means for political action and encouraged the whole nation 
to join ranks and draw together in order to stand up to any violations, acts of 
impetuosity or unwise conduct. 


At the second meeting the party held last Wednesday evening, the secretariat 
general discussed the report the party representatives were to present to the 
parliamentary committee assigned to study President al-Sadat's statement, as well 
as the study which the party's council of specific committees has prepared on the 
decrees and measures bearing on national unity. 


In another area, three Liberal Party leaders took part in the activities of the

Article: "Statement by the Coptic Bodies in the Near East: al-Sgdat Is Requested 
To Abrogate All Laws Giving Egypt a Religious, Racist Coloration"/ 


LText/ The Coptic boards in the Near East issued a statement yesterday requesting 
Egyptian President Anwar al-Sadat to abrogate all the old and new constitutional laws 
that give the Eqyptian nation a religious, racist coloration stating that otherwise 
"there will be neither national unity nor social peace in Egypt; rather, the temple 
will be brought down on the people in it." 


Here is the text of the statement: 


The Coptic bodies in the Ne-r East held a meeting in which they studied the case of 
the banishment of Pope Shannudah the Third, and made the following declaration: 


1. The banishment of Pope Shannudah the Third, the pope of Alexandria and the patri- 
arch of the missionary province of Saint Mark in Egypt, Ethiopia and the diaspora, 
aimed at turning him into a broken staff in order to satisfy the resentful Islamic 
man on the street and to terrorize the Coptic people in accordance with the principle 
"Strike at the shepherd and the flock will scatter," will increase the intensity of 
the conflagration in Egypt. al=-Sadat does not know the strength of the relationship 
that binds the Coptic nation to his holiness on the throne of the prophet Saint Mark. 
In the past, the Christian emperor Marcianus tried to banish the national pope 
Discorus, appointing the puppet patriarch Protorius in his place in 457, but the 
Coptic people launched a national revolution in which there were hundreds of thous 
sands of victims and the puppet patriarch was killed in order to extirpate all as- 
pects of foreign domination. : 


2- The president of the republic of Eqypt does not have the right to banish the 
pope of Alexandria, because the pope is elected by the Coptic people and is chosen 
by the vote of the holy organization; he is not a goverment appointed functionary. 


3. Any Coptic bishop daring to violate the consensus of the nation will be banished 
by his people and his church. 


al-Sadat, in the wake of the aggression of al-Zawiyah al-Hemra' and Shubra, has 
promised to devote himself assiduously to preparing decrees to restore national unity. 
We have waited for him to feel a responsible national awareness of the dangers of the 








distorted thinking by which he has treated the Coptic question and to venture on a 
bold practical solution to realize Coptic demands, foremost the abrogation of the 
constitutional stipulations that give the government a religious, racist coloration, 
pull out the roots of dissension, and put an end to the seeds of hatred, vengeance 
and historic mutual fear between the Coptic and Moslem peoples. 


Unfortunately, he has devised a conspiracy to dilute the Coptic question and confuse 
it with all his political and personal quarrels with the right, the left, the Nasi- 
rists, some of the paramount sheiks of the Islamic groyps which have flourisheg by 
his hand, and /most/ members of the /Society of not oo gore Lbut not al)/ be- 
cause the governor of Asyut and his likes have remained al-Sadat's brothers. 


He spoke for 3 hours about the evils of some of his enemies the paramount sheiks, 
and finally, in a few minutes, declared the banishment of his holiness the pope, 
concluding "God cause us to triumph over the people of infidels." 


The Law on National Unity was issued and the factional disputes took deeper roots in 
1972, following the al-Khanikah aggression. 


In 1980, in the wake of incidents in the universities, he devised a conspiracy to 
change the constitution and the stipulation that Islamic law is the main source of 
legislation; the bonds of national unity were severed and Egypt came to al-Zawiyah 
al-Hamra'. 


Now, in the wake of the aggression of al-Zawiyah al-Hamra’ and Shubra, al-Sadat has 
declared the banishment of his holiness Pope Shannudah the Third. 


The statement accused al-Sadat of “breaking up the national unity that had been a-~ 
greed on between the two elements of the nation of Eqypt during the 1919 revolution, 
whose sloqan was ‘long live the crescent beside the cross.'"

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5. Agreeing to the establishment of a Coptic university to be financed by public 
taxation, as is the case with al-Azhar University. 


6. Restoring power to the national councils in full. 
7. Eliminating censorship over Coptic publications and assigning a Coptic radio 


station, as is the case with the broadcasting of the Koran and the Voice of the 
Arabs. 


8. Agreeing to the laws on personal states for Christians presented by the Christ- 
ian groups in Egypt. 


9. Returning property and endowments to Coptic churches, wonasteries, schools and 
hospitals which were confiscated on behalf of the Ministry of Islamic Religious 
Endowments. 

10. Anncuncing the real population of the Coptic people. 

Unless thease legitimate demands are met, there will never be national unity or social 
Peace in Faqypt; rather, the temple will be brought down on the people in it, in 
accordance with the Egyptian saying "spirit, there is no spirit after you."

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FNOITORIAL CALLS FOR SEPARATION OF STATE FROM RELIGIOUS EXTREMISM 
Cairo MAY in Arabic 31 Aug 81 p 7 
Editorial: "Religion and Politics"/ 


LText/ Since the dawn of history, religion has been, and remains, a basic source of 
inspiration and legislation and a profound factor for influencing the formation of 
societies through the principles it implants, the values it establishes, the solutions 
it presents, the conduct it requires of people and societies, and the rewards and 
punishments it codifies in the world and the hereafter. 


No one here or elsewhere in the world, even in the communist countries, which do not 
recognize religions, has the capacity to act in violation of this reality. 


However, the mistake beqins when the confusion arises between religion and politics, 
or between religion and the natural sciences, religion and the art of modern manaqe- 
ment, religion and space sciences, religion and technology, or other arts and sci- 
ences which entail mistakes and proper actions and differ from age to age and society 
to society, and whose laws and methods change with the changes in circumstances and 
conditions. 


Moslem thinkers have not yet reached agreement whether Islam recommends any specific 
system of government. Indeed, the oeneral principles which appear in Islam can 
embrace the different forms of regime which Arab and Islamic history have witnessed 
in their stages of progress and decline. This has not prevented the emergence of 
regimes in which rivers of blood have flowed in the name of Islam or on the pretext 
of defending it in the times of decline and dissension that the Arabs and the Moslems 
have aone through. 


In other words, politics or the art of government is no longer a religious matter 

and never was such at any time. Rather, politics were and remained a field for the 
struggle of ideas, individual judgments and various practical applications in dealing 
with everyday current problems in the life of societies, deriving inspiration from 
the principles and legislation of religion without constituting religion in them- 
selves. 


This fine dividing line which is abcant from the minds of many people is the cause of 
many manifestations of confusion and dissension to which we are exposed, and the 
extent to which they entail grievous consequences has been shown by current experience 
in Iran. 
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Some people believe that religion means the imposition by force of religious occasions 
and observances, which in their essence are the relationship between the individual 
and his lord, on all the members of society, whether they embrace them or not. 


Some people believe that religion means returning society to circumstances and 
conditions which the movement of history has transcended, in which the elements of 
scientific, technological, and social change have created radical changes that can- 
not be ignored. 


Some people believe that religion means a reversion to old forms of behavior, styles 
and values that dominated a society at a certain stage of its development. 


Some people believe that religion means imposing their political conceptions, special 
convictions or views, which accept mistakes and proper actions in dealing with daily 
internal problems, the problems of the world, or relations with other countries, on 
other people through the mentality of provocation and disruption, the exploitation of 
religious feelings among naive people, the distressed and the downtrodden, or the 
exploitation of young people's feelings of frustration and despair regarding various 
factors of deficiencies here or there. 


Finally, some people believe that religion means the renunciation of everyone who 
differs from them in opinions, rejects their narrow notions of religious fanaticism, 
or permits himself freedom to think, discuss and give and take. 


It is all these plaques which have done what they have to the experiment of the 
Islamic revclution in Iran, turning Iran, thanks to what is called the "Hezbollah," 
into mutually combative Islamic groups and factions, each one claiming to speak in 
the name of Islam and each one accusing the other of deviation and sedition. The 
reason for that is obvious and simple: that is that people who use religion to reach 
power have lacked and still do lack political abilities, technical and administrative 
qualifications and specific ideas of what government must concern itself with. FRe- 
ligious jurisprudence is not all it takes to assume positions of leadership in govern- 
ing modern societies. Political practices must be remote from speculation with re- 
ligious feelings, and proficiency in the sciences of religion must be devoted to 
nurturing the religious spirit, not to forming religious parties. 


The most dangerous thing to which the notion of mixing religion and politics might 
lead is for religious groups to be transformed into religious parties. When this door 
is opened wide, the demon will emerge from the bottle so that feelings of religious 
and factional fanaticism may wreak corruption on the earth. 


This is what we must not permit. 
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ORIGINS OF FACTIONAL STRIFE PROBED

[Text/. People who know Egypt for its long history, and know its successive genera- 
tions of people, realize for a certainty that the Eqyptian personality is a whole 
which cannot be fragmented, because it is incapable of being fragmented. In all the 
eras of history, the Eqyptian personality has been a single unit: you are an Eqyp- 
tian, and that is all anyone needs to know after that, be you Moslem or Copt, be you 
pale or dark, be you descended from tribes of the Arabian Peninsula or from Central 
Asia: you are Egyptian, that is sufficient, and nothing else after that is impor- 
tant, because Eqypt has not known discrimination among its people based on their 
origins, color or religion. 


Egyptian tolerance is vast enough to accommodate all the secondary disputes that 
generally exist among brothers. This is the Eqyptiangqnius. Where did the succes- 
sive acts of dissension that we call “factional strife" come to us from? Why has it 
been appearing now, specifically, and not before now or later? Why is it appearing 
in this form and in this manner, although the Egyptian people have never known this 
style of violence, even in expressing their differences, no matter how intense they 
might be? 


On the issue of religion, Eayptians see no difference between mosque and church. To 
them, they are both “houses of God," and to them they both have the same equal de- 
gree of holiness. 


In belief, Moslems and Christians see one another as devout people who worship and 
turn toward God. Moslems are commanded by their lord to love Christians. 


"You will find that those who are closest in affection to those who believe are the 
ones who say 'I am a Christian.'" This is a statement of God and whoever violates it 
deviates from his lord's command. 


Christians are commanded to love everyone and everything and accommodate it with 
their love, even their enemies anc those who revile them. Both, Moslems anu 
Christians, dip from a single spring, which is inexhaustible -- the spring of love 
and tolerance. 


On the issue of history, Moslems and Christians both feel that this is their country 
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and that they have the full rights of citizens and have full obligations of citizens 
in it. They have both embarked on their nation's struggles, shoulder to shoulder. 
The enemy's bullets have never discriminated between Moslems and Christians. They 
have both lived with their brother in safekeeping, in a single home, half of whose 
inhabitants are Moslems and half of whose inhabitants are Copts, and neither of them 
have felt alienation or remoteness. The children play together on the same street 
and no one is concerned to know who is Moslem and who is Christian. In the schools, 
they sit down at the same bench. 


In sorrow and in joy, you find them always together, in a single spirit, a single 
being. 


European specialists in social studies are amazed that the customs and traditions 
governing Egyptian conduct and thinking are the same, and that there is no more 
difference between Moslems and Christians than that between the people from Upper 
and Lowsr Eqypt, for example, or certain individual differences which confirm rather 
than deny the rule. The rule is that Eqypt is a tremendous melting pot which has 
forged everyone into a single mold and made everyone into a single entity, giving 
everyone a single spirit. Everyone on the land of Egypt is Egyptian in flesh, blood, 
history and spirit. He is Eqyptian before all else, and is Egyptian after all else. 
The greater the Moslem's understanding of his religion becomes, the more his love of 
his Coptic brother grows, and the more the Copt's understandina of his religion in- 
creases, the greater becomes his love of his brother Moslem. 


This is Eqypt. This is the Eqyptian personality. Where did the dissension come to 
us from? 


it is not in the Eqyptian's nature to resort to contemptible conspiracies. Thus this 
dissension, and its sisters, is not Eqyptian but is something that has come to us 
by chance, a strange thing that is not in harmony with being, history or nature. 


Why choose a church as a location for a plot, and choose timing which coincides with 
President al-Sadat's visit to Washington? Dissension always appears through such 
timing, and Moslem and Christian victims who embrace one another die every time. 


Why does it appear every time Eqypt comes close to ridding itself of its problems and 
is on the verge of devoting itself with all its powers to construction and attaining 
the dream of welfare? 


We realize, naturally, that we are living in a world of extreme complexity. We 
realize that we have enemies whose goal is to make the Egyptian social entity burst 
apart and to turn its cohesive unity into fragments. We also realize that the arts 
of destruction from within and the recruitment of agents has developed and become 
more attractive and glamorous with the use of money, psychological or ideological 
means, Or all of them. This requires that we exhibit an unusual awareness and the 
ability to distinquish in the things said to us between what is meant for Cod's 
sake and what is meant for tha sake of the devil. 


While it is certain that this dissension and its antecedents do not represent a 
phenomsnon that can be observed and before which one can pause at length, because 
they have become part of the features of the historic road we are traveling on, they 
nonetheless are not negligible; they are a sudden, strange occurrence. However, like 
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the devil, who instilled evil in our lord Adam and made him go out of paradise, 
because we do not want to lose our paradise, in which we are living together, it is 
our duty to prosecute everyone who provokes the emotions of people toward dissension, 
fuels it, exploits it or tries to escalate it, so that we can seize in our hands the 
threads that link them to the people who are provoking them, and so that we can 
arrive at the “original motive force" behind this crime. 


Egypt remains above dissension. 
Eqyptians remain stronger than any conspiracy. 
Religion remains too pure and clean to be polluted by people who wish to turn it into

For this is an evil attempt to kill all Eqypt, destroy its people, eradicate its 
history and eliminate its civilization and its reputation in the world. 


While it has been an obligation of the army's to protect the nation's borders, it is 
the obligation of the people today to protect the heart and unity of the nation and 
its traditions, which know only love and tolerance and respect every creed and re- 
ligion! 


The question today is, how did what happened happen, and why?

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Egyptians who died as martyrs and were Moslems surrendered themselves to God as pure 
souls, or who were Christians surrendered themselves to the nation as chaste persons; 
thus they all passed on as immortal martyrs. God has joined together the fraternal 
brothers, the Moslems and the Christians, in life and death, the nation has embraced 
them in the folds of its grave! 


This eternal unity of the institution which will not accept fragmentation has joined 
us together in peace and in war and is embraced and agreed over the cry "God is 
great," as well as joining us together in the sacred enthusiasm which will not accept 
a slackening of fraternity between the patriarchate and the Mosque of al-Azhar, and 
in the sacrifice of the purest blood! 





It has created the greatest revolution “of faith," whose title has been President 
Anwar al-Sadat and whose pillar and structure have been the entire Egyptian people. 
It is the revolution of the qreat intellectual transformation, from socialist or 
marxist atheism to religion, and people in all Egypt have come to seek deep within 
themselves the truth and to insist on adherence to what God has revealed in all his 
divine books, accepting mosques and churches, until they all, in spite of their 
great numbers, have started overflowing with the people in them, as a reaction to 
what was called “a wave of atheism and anarchism" and a manifestation of all the 
people's return to God.

The permanent constitution has stipu- 
lated a state religion and freedom of belief together, and the devout president has 
established an eternal symbol of the everlasting spiritual embrace between the cres- 
cent of Islam, the cross of Christianity and the star of David of Judaism, within a 
single complex of divine religions. This is truly to be considered a tremendous 
revolutionary and evolutionary leap which is bringing modern man from the material- 
istic mentality to the spiritual mentality, because no genuine Eoyptian corrective 
revolution can deny religious loyalty to Islam, Christianity and the /other/ divine 
religions. Religious loyalty is absolutely not in contradiction with national loy- 
alty, but indeed complements it. Thus the revolution of faith has turned the unity 
of the nation into an actual fact, not a moral symbol or emotional point, because 
the people returning to God have believed unanimously that spiritual values are the 
most fruitful and permanent. The sole meaning of their adherence to their religions 
has been respect for the other religions, since they revere all the prophets and 
condemn the use of the designation "infidel" for people who believe in the existence 
of God, whatever their religion might be. 


This great transformation has been as remote as possible from politics and all 
political appeals, whatever they may have been. It has been the result of the feel- 
ings of the devout Eaqyptian people that alienation from God was the cause of all the 
defeats which led the greatest striking force in the Middle East to destruction in 

a few hours and brought us to political, social and economic deterioration! 


Naturally, this sort of historic phenomenon has the effect of distressing everyone 
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who wants the Egyptian people to be won over to and to accept defeat, be he from the 
fossilized right or the adventurous left. The goal of them all is to have us falter 
in our crusade and falter in our unity -- especially those who have been attired in 
the robes of an agitated marxism that is unable to touch the true pulse of the Egypte 
ian masses, but are anxious to renounce all religious and spiritual values because to 
them religion is the opium of the people! 


Thus all these people, the stupid right and the red left, have made a number of 
attempts to strike out at national unity with stones, bring us back to the stone 

age, and dig a pit of factional fire by committing aggression against churches and 
opposing Islamic sentiments, or trying through false publications or poisonous ru- 
mors to revive the religious wars whose time has passed and whose victors and van- 
quished were buried centuries ago. However, mass awareness and rapid political and 
official intervention have caused these attempts to collapse before their evil could 
spread and their danger could become commonplace. Here Moslems rose up to protect 
churches and Christians rose up to protect mosques, all embracing one another through- 
out history on the land of the great single home of the great single family. 


It was unfortunate that religious currents passed without sound guidance and that 
they were surrounded by exaggeration and the attempt to assert religious affiliation 
through token demonstrations. At some points, the matter extended to some religious 
leaders and at others to turning young people, in the name of religion, into a 
hostile force whose activity was restricted to critizing conditions in their country, 
and holding faith in the immunity and immortality of these leaders and their rejec- 
tion of self-criticism, on grounds that they were vengeful and irritated by real 
discussion: 


Some of these leaders have become implicated in hostile political activity, and sus- 
Ppicious figures have appeared on the surface, inside and outside Eqypt, who are 
trafficking in religion and speaking in the name of the leaders of religion! 


Egypt will never be able to be quiet over the decline of some people who cloak them- 
selves in religion while embracing factional provocation in a manner that has gained 
acceptance, depicting individual events as if they were factional aggression although 
it would have been good policy to put all matters in their proper perspective and 
confine them to the context of presenting them to officials but not bringing them 
before the religious podium, the political man in the street or, sometimes, expa- 
triates! 


It was necessary to pause to take stock, because Eqypt, for a long time, has separated 
religion from politics, preventing men of religion from engaging in politics and dis- 
solving all reiigious parties and factional organizations because it was the nation of 
freedom of belief that embraced the positive nature of feelings before the constitu- 
tion stipulated "religion belonas to God and the nation belongs to all." 


It is necessary for our devout leader and self-denying president, Muhammad Anwar al- 
Sadat, who expressed the July revolution and caused the May revolution to burst forth, 
to put a decisive end, through radical solution, not just temporary palliatives, to 
those people who confuse the domain of God with the domain of the earth, because 
fanaticism and factionalism are hostility toward God and the nation, and there is no 
safety or mandate for people who blaspheme their country. 











Our duty, after the president has declared his decrees to protect the mosque and 
the church, so that they may together remain a source of spiritual illumination, is 
to strive together in an earnest holy struggle against factionalism and fanaticism 
and to cooperate to save our nation from the enemies of the nation and religion, 
forming close ranks and drawing swords from our faith. Let them form an alliance 
with the devil; they will never overcome us as long as God is our ally and as long 
as our love of our nation is noble, chaste and pure. 
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TOP EDITOR CRITICIZES AMERICAN PRESS STAND ON LOCAL CRACKDOWN

LText/ President al-Sadat was completely clear in his talk to the people and in his 
talk to foreign correspondents. However, the attack some Western papers mounted on 
the facts of what has happened in Egypt calls for a reflective pause. Here, it is 
enough to comment on the editorial in the NEW YORK TIMES titled "Remark on a Diffi- 
cult Time in Eqypt." 


It is not enough to say that it is the personal feelings or friendships behind this 
"remark" that are affecting us now; rather, it is necessary also to stress a number 
of facts that this and other newspapers are ignoring: 


Foremost among these is the fact that President al-Sadat's regime is not a "client 
of the West's"=-rather, Eqypt has been in the vanquard of the policy of nonalignment 
and positive neutrality. This has been summarized in its simple slogan: "Friend- 
ship with all, and, if a dispute occurs, on the basis of principles alone." 


Therefore, Eqypt in its foreign policy has not been slow to condemn America's neqga- 
tive behavior regarding South Africa's aggression against Angola and continued occu- 
pation of Namibia. Egyptian foreign policy's condemnation of the Soviet occupation 
of Afghanistan, a Moslem country, has proceeded from the same premise. 


Egypt has frankly declared to the Soviets and the Americans that any interference 
in its domestic affairs will be rejected in its totality and its details. 


The firm relationship between Egypt and the United States is not one of "alignment" 
but is an expression of Egyptian national interests, which are linked to a number of 
positive American stands such as the cleaning up of the canal, the role of full 
partner in the peace treaty, and economic and military aid to raise the standard of 
living of the Eqyptian people and develop their armed forces. 


It is strange that Eqypt should need confirmation from the newspapers of the West 
that its "domestic affairs" are to be considered fundamental to the realization of 
national sovereignty and that the commander's responsibility, in these affairs, is 
to his people alone. 


President al-Sedat, in spite of that, alongside his responsibility to the Eqyptian 
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people, accepts a special responsibility toward world public opinion, which sup- 
ported him in his peace initiatives, on condition that that not conflict with any 
dangers infringing on his people, first and last. 


While Eqypt has been waiting for an apology for articles written by foreign journal- 
ists, such as that by David Hirst on 1 January 1973 whose gist was that collapse is 
imminent in Egypt, here he is repeating the same talk and the same line in 1961. 


Egypt has presented all the facts to the foreign correspondents, and hopes that the 
campaign of distorting the truth of what has happened will not continue. Here it is 
sufficient to glance at the figures on people put in detention: 





Of these, about 300 have past records. 


There are no more than about 30 old or new political personalities who took part 
directly or indirectly in or instigated the escalation of the factional strife. The 
rest are all religious extremists. 


Egypt views the portrayal by some foreign correspondents of what is happening here, 
and what might on the other hand actually happen in Israel or the United States it- 
self, with astonishment. 


There are extremist religious groups in Israel like the Gush Emonim about which such 
a commotion is not raised. 


There is an Israeli obstinacy on the autonomy negotiations which is providing the 
Arab opposition with "an instrument that supports them in their opposition," in the 
words of the NEW YORK TIMES, 


There is the American leniency, which the NEW YORK TIMES acknowledges, toward Israel's 
conduct regarding the comprehensive peace process, such as the obstruction of the 
negotiations on full autonomy for the Palestinians, which after all is the heart of 
the matter, as well as the issue of Jerusalem and the issue of the settlements; one 
must consider that there are no problems regarding peace between Egypt and Israel and 
consequently a final withdrawal from Sinai. 


Egypt has clearly stressed its desire for democracy and, in the light of the results 
of the investigation, a popular charter society will meet containing all representa- 
tives of the Eqyptian people to set forth a “new charter" spelling out a proper 
method for the political exercise of democracy. 


There remains our support for the conclusion which the NEW YORK TIMES editorial 

reached when it said “President al-Sadat, in spite of what has happened, remains a 
bold statesman and an intelligent, balanced leader. If we have exceeded the limits 
in criticism, the current misfortunes he is passing through deserve to have people 


devote proper understanding to it." This is all Egypt is asking == just proper un- 
derstanding! 
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
